By the time 
Lord SaliKbury arrives the (situation will 
probably have brightened; reports wUl 
have been received from the Pekin min- 
isters and such views i\s Ilor Majesty's 
ijuvcrnnieiit may huve formed will have 
been couimuuicated to the ijowerti. Diplo- 
matists appear to be rather pleaircd that 
LorJ Siiiisbury Las been "lying perdu 
in the inuuntaiufi." Ah -a incmher of the 
diplomatic corps remarked to a reprc- 
beiitutivc of the .tlssociatod Press, the 
tJoiitiiiental statesineii felt the Bituatiun 
bad auielioriited tliereby, as EnKhind hud 
thue been safeguarded from rushing to 
a hasty conclusion. "Of CQiiTse," Baid 
be, "the Premier is in constant toiicb 
witb the foreign oflicc, but he is enabled 
to take a calmer view ioi the quietude ol 
his Hunmer refuge than he could iraseibly 
havQ reached under tbe pressure of tlie 
more excitable members of the cabinet." 

This reflects the opinion of the Britibli 
public, whofic confidence in Lord SuUb- 
bury la largely due to the licliet that ho 
does not consult bis colleagues in the 
weightier matters of atate. It is a curi- 
ous fact that almost every foreign min- 
ister of tlie powers concerned is abeeut 
from bis port during this acute period of 
one of the mo«t important diplomatic die- 
cussions of recent years. Most of Uie 
embuseioB huve been in the hands of 
cliarge d'affaires, ami now United States 
Aiubahiiador Choate ban gone to Switiier- 
iaiid for n lung holiday. 

Meanwhile, with the e.xoeptioii of the 
statLiiient already cabled, that the for- 
eign olUeo sides wit!:, the powers dis- 
eounteiianeing tlie immediate evacuation 
of I'ekin. there is a lack of reliable in- 
fonuation aw to how the dilemu of I'ekiu 
will lie Hulved. Must stateuieiits are 
started merely \vith the object uf eliciting 
la<-ts. 'Hie .V.KtitK-iated I'ie»^s learns from 
a wrU iufoniied ijuarter tiiat as soon as 
the (.'liiiiese govenimenl appoints toler- 
al>le (•Dinmiwiioners with serioiifi instruc- 
tions, they will liiid Great Hritaiii ready 
to respond, and in utilizing what Mr. 
William Woodville RockhilJ, special coni- 
uiiHsioncr of the United Stnte« govern- 
iiiiMit, to investigate and report ou cou- 
ditiiiiiii in China, recently termed the 
"HiMintiful occasion to settle for the 
status of fotrcigners in Chin.i." 

\\'aHhlugton, it is now concedetl, is for 
(he inoinunt the centre of diidomatic ac- 
tivity, and ncw.s from there is eagerly 
seaiiiicd, aiui the latitat A^sociated I'reiss 
I .vpositiuu of the polit y of the United 
States in the mutter is welcomed nti like 
ly to he acceptable as linaliy disposing 
of the unfounded suspicion tliat the Itus- 
tiau scheme wnn promulgated with the 
approval of the United States udminin- 
tration. Great Britaiu't- alleged lack of 
initiative has furnished another oppor- 
tunity to grumble and now jiracticaily 
the whole nation iis "on the growl." 
IN A DILEMMA. 

Paris, Sept. 8.— France is in a 
dilemma. Kussia's proposition to with- 
draw from Pekin has reeolved into a 
liroblem for her which French states- 
iiieii are now tackling very gingerly. 
'J"he pompiete withdrawal from I'eldn 
after careful consideration is now 
deemed to be altogether in line witli 
i'^rttiice's interests, atid her views us to 
the best and most effective method of 
dealing with the Empress Dowager and 
lier clique of advisers. 

Fraucc is now forcinl to choose between 
the course she would rather adopt un'd 
the policy dictated to her by the Uussian 
alliance, and French statecraft has been 
devoted for the past week to an en- 
deavor to splice those two conliicting 
Ijulicies into a eompromise which will not 
jeoparilize her friendsiiip with Russia, 
and at tlie same time will not preju<ric(; 
hci- own position in Cliiiia. The .snggos- 
tidii, therefore, that while the bulk of 
the tri»i|« bo withdrawn from I'ekin, a 
small international force? be still retained 
in the city, conies as a peculiarly nccept- 
tilile idea to I'^raiice. Russia and CJer- 
many appear to bo the only serious 
stumhliiig blocks in tlie way of a general 
acceptance of this compromise, the first 
named desiring tlie total withdrawal of 
the allied forces, and the latter wishing a 
continued occupation. ■* 

Should the proposal fall through, and 
Kn.sfiia and America withdraw, all their 
troojis, France would undoubtedly follow 
suit. It would bc'too^-rude a shock to 
the Kusso-Frcnch allian.c')BJ;5pE.,Frnnce to 
abandon iher., all,Y and-.'reiSatn: In Pekin 
with her hereditary enemies, England 
and Germany.- \ 

The French government appreciates 
tbe great clement of wisdom in the Mus- 
covite proposal, recognizing that a con- 
tinuance of the present form of occupa- 
tion would prevent early and direct nego- 
tfations with the Empress Dowager,- who 
fears to return to the capital; and that, 
moreover, the adininiBtrntion of the af- 
fairs of the city would prove imineneo 
responsibility nnd labor upon European 
commanders. Thoy would need to 
undertake the proper policing of Pekin, 
with its millions of inhabitants, all of 
whom are now filled with hntrei! I'or the 
"foreign devils," to arrange sanitary 
precautions, and nn endless list of other 
municipal details. This would be a 
well-nigh impossible task in view of the 
diverse nationalities and languages of 
the army of occupation. The provision- 
ing of and keeping open, cpmmunicntion 
from the sen-coast for n'blg force in 
Pekin during the winter, when the coun- 
try is snow-covered and frozen, presents 



a problem of extreme dilllculty. 

Another move which, would impel 
Franco to follow Ilussia. if the latter 
withdraws her troops, is the fact that the 
French forces would thereby avoid re- 
maining under the command of Field 
Marshal ; Count von "VValdersee. This 
feeling against FrcBCh soldiers taking 
orders from a German commander, while 
not openly discussed, is nevertheless very 
widely nourished among the people here. 
An eye-opener as to the lack of accord 
between the various. military command- 
ers in China is'furnishea by the report of 
a Captain Marolles', who commanded the 
French contingent up to the time of the 
capture of Tien Tsin. Captain Marolles 
relntefi each day's; events m the form of 
a diary, in which appear statements 
which tt Paris paper describes as tanta- 
mount to a masked indictment of the 
Russian general, St. Esse!, who, with 
the obstinacy of n soldier executing an 
order, it says, wished to win or even be 
heaten alone. The result of this ambi- 
tion was the loss of hundreds of lives. 

Marolles under date of .Tune 27 writes: 
"The Russians attacked the oast arsenal 
at Tien Tsin without notifying anyone, 
but the German and English contingents 
had to co-operate, wliicli was not agree- 
able to them. Tt is apparent there is iio 
accord between the military chiefs." 

Two days later Marolles writes: "ITie 
Russians made a reconnaissance on the 
loft bank without notifying anyone, when 
a fusilade began, and the town suffered 
an liour's bombardment." 

.\fter recounting other Instances of the 
isolated action of Gen. Stcfisel, he says 
on July 31: "Gen. Stessel advised him 
be would withdraw the next day the out- 
post at the railroad depot, wlucli was in- 
dispensable to the French concession.'' 

The next entry is dated .Tuly ■i. ai'" 
reads: "Tlie Russians evacuated the 
railroad depot at 7:50 this morning. As 
the post is indispensable to protect the 
Frencli concession, whose evacuation 
would compel the evacuation of the Eng- 
lish concessions, a force of .Japanese, 
French and English occupied it." 

Marolles' report shows there was no 
accord even between the French and 
Russians.

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UKUilANY THE EXCEPTION. 

Herlin, Sept. 8.— The number of cable- 
{;ruuis arriving sorjatini, 'imputing thq 
■Germnny compromise propositions, in un- 
s'wer to the iioseo-'Amcrican proixwuis, 
nppearod baseless; The correapondcut of 
the iUwoi'iated Pross learns authorita^ 
tiv<;ly tliat Germany, replying to the- ad- 
vice to withdraw her troops from I'ekin, 
ha.s sent Uustiiii detailed reaeona Avhy this 
seems inoptwrtuno and cuJctilated to pro- 
long instead of shorten the war. Ar- 
guments cited iu tlotail in support oC this 
eoutention were Lliorie already given to 
the- .\Ksociated Presis by a foreign oUlco 
oUlcial recently, and appear id-ontical 
'vith the arguuieute advanceil by other 
l)owerti. The situation in China still con- 
tinues dilllcult in :i diplomnlic sense, 
rather than from a aiililary standpoint. 
The question of doubttiil credentials in 
tlie course of l^i Hung Chung and other 
would-be negotiators continue to pltiy 
all itnportant role. It io, undcintooil that 
Dr. Muuiin von Schwarzeosteiii, the 
(ieriiijui luiiiister to China, reported from 
Sharighiii to the foreign ulllce here that 
he docH not believe Li Ilniig Chang ic? 
properl.v authorized, judging from repeat- 
<'ii iiifoniiation wliicli the minister ri'- 
ccivcd there on ttu' subject. A I'oreign 
ullU-e ollicial, an.sweriiig inicst ions of the 
corrispoiiiient of. the Associated I'rcsti, 
tiaiil: "'i'liere are no signs that Uus- 
sia iiieaiis to repudiate her proi>osition, 
but it is clear that the entente of the 
powers will not be affected thereby. Tim 
doubt regarding Li Hung Chang's cre- 
dtuitials remains strong. Uc has not' been 
recognized by the iKjwers as China's 
peace plenipotentiary." A member of 
the United Stiitce ombiissy here told the 
correspondent ot the Associated Prttrfi 
that nil the powers, with the exception of 
Gennauy, are willing to make peace with 
Chiiiu, und thoy will recognize Li Hung 
Cliuiig OS Chitm's rei>rescutatlvc. 
.\.5rmRICA.\S AVOULD WITIIDItAW. 

AVnshingtoii, Sept. S. — Onlein have 
been cabled to Gen. Cliafl'ee to preptire 
liiti force tor withdrnwnl from I'cUin. 
i'"nrther than that the war deparUiient 
liiKS taken sleiirJ to have iit Takii a sulll- 
irient luiiiilier United States triinsporlH 
to remove the Lrooiw to the .Phiiippiue.'i 
as soon as tliey rea(.-li that pd'rt.l'U'hese 
orders .ure preparatory and do not ue- 
cussarily intJicate that the goveninieiil 
has dcoidcd upon an iinmetiiate witlidraw- 
nl from Cbina. It is simply pbicing itself 
in a position to carry out the pledge con- 
ve.ved in the reply to the Uui«ian note. 

The result of these,', ConsiderutiouK is 
that unless there is Such tt gencriil ex- 
pression by the powerdt iu Tavor of con- 
tinued oi-eiipatioii, an to modify the viewa 
expri'.-sed by the go vernnient of lliissia 
and lead to a general agreenient lor oc- 
ciiiiation, we shall ;jive instructions to 
the American forces in China to with- 
draw our truoiis from Pekiii ttfter due 
conference with tlic other commanders as 
to the time aud manner of witlidrinval. 
Up to the present monicnt, the govern- 
iiKMit liUM not changed its polic'y in the 
matter of witlidrawiiig the troops. 

It is felt that the time Iium arrived for 
coinproini.se propr^iit ions as between the 
Itiisrtian anil Geniiaii designs in Cliiiia, 
and such propositions now form tbe siib- 
slance of nearly all the diplomatic ex- 
elianges which arc in daily progrins. The 
coiitiiutanco oC quiet at Pekin tending to 
reassure the Chinese olllciala in believed 
to be rapidly liiusteniug negotiations to a 
sett lenient. There is the best reason to 
believe tliat were the Cliiuese goverii- 
ment once ast^nred of the i>ersonal safety 
of ilH members, were relieved of a fear 
of ditiraembernient of China and the men- 
are of a large force in the capital, the 
imperial court, iucluding the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager, "would lose no time in 
returning to Pekin and opening negotia- 
tions for a settlement.

The otlier is the luicomiiro- 
mising attilinle of uiie uf the powei-t^. It 
iH believed tlie dillit-nlty as to gtiaraiilees 
can be adjiisled. Tile oilier olistaele may 
be overcome by a threatened i.-^olation of 
tile refractor.v [xiwer. It is hoped thn 
[lowers etin be brought to act in liarmony

A story is told of a young fellow, who 
had tho position of student interpreter at 
tlie British embassy in Tokin. ^Y^iting 
to a friend at the beginning of the 
troubles there, he described it as "a rum- 
my Mitnafcinn, and no mistake," and addi-d 
thill lie woulil not liave missrd bein^ in 
it for aiiytliinK. I'oor fellow, his name 
was anion;,' thotse who were killed during 
tho seige. The spirit which animated 
thin youngster is almost typical of tho 
racf from which he sprang. He not only 
faced danger as a matter of coiir.se, hut 
was more pleimed tliim olherwisi' to have 
lii« share in it. This is tbe spirit which 
has made it possible for the British 
uiorning drumbeat to ei'lio around the 
worlil. ' • 

Itritisli l)()ys, no matter wliere their 
birtiijilace may be, owe it to themselves 
and their country to oultivote this spirit 
of contempt of danger and pride in the 
performance of 'dnty^ The young fellow 
in I'ekin was s;!ad he was there, not be- 
cause he valued his life less than others, 
but because, like |v true Briton, he w.-mi- 
od to be where there was something to 
be (lone for the honor of the land to 
which he was proud to owe allegiance. 
We would like to .say something that 
■ Avill bring- lioine to tlic boys of British 
Coliiudiia the strongest appreciation of 
;the obligations which accompany their 
Ijrivilogcs ns British subjects-, ns eitizons 
of the greatest Empire the world has 



ever seen, aa the heirs of centuries of 
glory, and th^ cuslodianti of the princi- 
ples- of freedom. It. is a great thing to 
be a Britisli-»8UbJeetj- piovided the re- 
sponsibilities attnehius to the privileges 
are appreoiati'd and discharged. There 
is, bappKy, uo li-ugtr ony doubt, us in- 
deed th'TO never .-w.is any, that on the 
battletiidil the ynulu of Canada will up- 
hold tbe best traditions ol their race. 
Till re is ii jI nua h fwir about what our 
boyd will do against an enemy in tho 
field. There i.s, however, some need to 
remind them ot tlieir obligation* during 
times of peace ami prosperity. It is 
then that the severetit ti^sts are placed 
upon -citizenship. (.Jreed of oUlce, sense- 
less personal animosities, indifference to 
the interests of the country, and other 
evils must be guarded against. Tho 
timo hns come when Canadian politics 
ought to bo put on a higher plane than 
they have occupied during tho last 
twenty years. We have had altogether 
too much ot personal bitterness, of chargea 
and countercharges of corruption and 
disloyalty. There are plenty of Conser- 
vativcu who are predisinvsed to think 
that every Liberal politician is a dishon- 
est man; there are plenty of Liberals who 
entertain the same sentiment towards 
Conservatives. There are men in both 
parlies who never weary of charging the 
incmbeiti of the other party willi disloy- 
alty. Vet the very men who make these 
violent Mcciisations again.st each other in 
reijanl to politics, trust each other free- 
ly in private life. When some years ago, 
lOdwaril Itlake i-efused to speak tu a 
man who liud attacked his honor on the 
lloor of tin.' House of Coniiuous, saying, 
when accosted: "No, sir; I cannot con- 
tinue my acquaintance with you. If 
what you said of mo you believed to be 
true, you ou^ht not to wish to speak to 
me; as I know it was false, I have no 
desire to speak to you," quite a number 
of people were incline*! to think he took 
tbe matter all too seriously. But ho 
was right in so taking it, and if some 
other pnbiic men would follow his 
ample, it would be an excellent thing 
for our public life. We are approaehin 
a federal election, and there is a pros- 
pect that things will be said on both sid 
which, if true, ought to cont-ign those ot 
wliom tliey are said, not only to political 
ul)li\i(jn, hilt to places of incarceration 
This is wholly bad, unless the charges 
can be supported by evidence, and even 
then the evidence ought to accompany the 
charge. It i.s time this sort of thing \ 
stupjieJ. CoinmentiiLg on the pres 
presidential election in the United 
Status, Ambrose Biercc, writing in the 
Sau Pnineifico Examiner, s-nid it was the 
duty of a newspaper to be better than its 
party. We have nut the article at hand 
but, relying upon memory, we may ex- 
press what he said somewhat as fol 
lows: "Political parties are ephemeral 
newspapers are', or at least expected to 
be, pennanent. Why should the pornian 
ent be sacriliced for the cphemeralV I 
it suits the notioii.s uf certain aspirantt 
for ■oll:ce to indulge in gross persona 
abuiiu o£ their oypunents, it is, perhaps, 
of no very great lusting importance. The 
persons employini; the abuse in the course 
of a year or so drop out of public life 
But the newspaper goes on, inlluencing 
public opinion from year to year. Why, 
then, should th» papir prostitute its priv 
'.leges to abuse those whom it politically 
opposes?" 

AA'o would like the growing generation 
of Canadians to realize th.it there are in 
Canada far greater things to be con 
sidored than the petty, ill-natured per 
sunalities witli which so many piiblio 
men deal. We would like them to real- 
ize that upon them rests grave resiionsi 
bilitics. re/.pciiisibilities of imperial inag 
niliuie. \\'e \\-oiil<l liki' them to !ipprc(-iati 
that they are playin;; a part, and a lead 
lug part, in the great world-drama. Thit 
vigorous young land is full of marvel- 
lous potiMitialitics, ami tho youth ot Can- 
ada shoitlil be brought to an appreciation 
of the fact. We hear too little of thes 
things nowadays. Those who recall the 
political discussions of thirty years ago 
will bear us out in saying that they w 
of -a higher cliaractcr than wliat prevail 
to-day. The public men seemed to 1 
animated by a sen?o of personal respons 
bility by virtue of thoir citizenship. Wo 
plead for a return to the old manner, for 
greater public recognition on the part 
of our public men of the obligations ot 
their pot^ition.

LESSONS FROM THE PAST. 

There' never was a titiK! when tlicre 
was so much delving into the secrets of 
the \r,\i>t as now. We speak not of geol- 
ogy, for thCro has not been much change 
in this respect during tho last half ceii- 
liiry, but of human history. In Egypt, 
b^istt'rn .Asia and Central .\mcrica men 
are exjiending large sums of money in 
digging out the ruins of ancient civiliza- 
tions, and in the quiet of their studios 
trained minds are ondea vfirin^' to de- 
cililier the nuniorous inscriptions found 
upon the mounnienis and tablets.. The 
rwult'Is that the horizon of human 
thought is broadening. It is surprising 
low much of mediaevalisni permeates 
the ideas of to-dny, and especially those 
which pertain to our religious life. To 
tlie iieople of Itonie all the rest 
if the world were barbarians. 
The tribes, which came out of 
tho North and ovorwholmed the Boninn 
lOmpire, liiiil little knowledge of any 
people bill tlieniselves. Xorthern igiior- 
.•ince engrafted upon Roman exclusive- 
ness produced what is called mediaoval- 
ism — that is, the sentiments and thoughts 
which characterized ivhnt. are known as 
the Dark Ages. During the last century 
tho world— that Is, tlie world of Christen- 
ilimi — has learned that the Itoman peo])!! 
oidy wore a sniall part of civilized man 
kind. It has learned that before Romu- 
lus and Renius ifoundcd the City on the 
Tiber, China had a written history. It 
has found, out that before Ilome^' sang 
of the siege of Troy, poets bad preserved 



in verso in India and I'orsia profound 
systems of philosophy. It has been sur- 
prised to find out that in America there 
are mooaments '•of - ..ra AdylUzatlon. so 
ancient that its date has not yet even 
been guessed at. And later still it has 
been shown uninistakeable proof that tlie 
period, which it has learned to call an- 
cient in rrapect to Egyptian and Syrian 
history, is modem in comparison with 
the centuries which wore forgotten cen- 
turies upon centuries ago. No one can 
pretend to catalogue tho civilizations 
which have flourished and perished. No 
one can pretend to know how many sys- 
tems of religion and philosophy, how 
many codes of ethics, how many kinds 
of belief have had their adherents by 
millions and then been forgotten. All wo 
know for certain is that the horizon of 
our thought is wider than our fore- 
fathers imagined. Our mental vision 
has not grown suflicicntly accastdmed to 
its new field to recognize and appreciate 
its salient features. ; _, 

Until very recently, men, wl»o claimed 
to bo orthodox in religious matters, were 
chary about admitting that any human 
monument bad an autiijuity of more 
than say lifty centuries. It is extra- 
ordinai}' how much we are the slaves 
of notions. Some timo ago the Colonist 
pointed out how the notion that there 
were live and only live separate races of 
mankind had been adiii'red to for about 
a century, although it was a mere dic- 
tum of an observer, whose title to speak 
at all liuthoritativcly upon the subject 
wns disputed by his contemporaries. In 
like manner the chronology of Bishop 
Ussher was accepted almost as if it were 
revealed* truth, and not so long ago it 
was almost as much as a person's repu- 
tation was worth to express a doubt that 
it was exactly lOfH years before Christ 
that .Vdani was made. So also the notion 
prevailed that the religions professed in 
all parts of the world were AvhoUy inimi- 
cal fo God, and were in fact special in- 
ventions of Satan. If one htul taken 
tho liberty to say that he had discovered 
in some other book tliaii tho Bible truths 
that miido for righteousness, hc.was in 
danger of becoming anathema. This 
was because the Christian world was 
still under the shadow of mediaevniisra. 
It is getting out of it now. It is learn- 
ing that, griintiiig all that has ever been 
claimed of tho divinity ot Christ and the 
special privileges of the Jews, there was 
abundant evidence of truth long before 
Christianity was founded, and that 
countli'ss millions of people, who never 
heard of the .lews, had elevated systems 
of ethics. It is learning that ail man- 
kind was not for innumerable centuries 
given over to Satnn, and it is linding it 
necessary to recast some of iSs most ex- 
clusive notions. In short, one lesson of 
the past is that this world is a much 
better place than it has lieen represented 
to be, that tbe Creator did not phice niiin 
on tlie earth and condi'iiin him to grovel 
in darkness and under the shadow of his 
anger without hope of redemi)tion for a 
few thousiiiid years and then provide a 
limited salvation for a few white people 
who lived in Europe.' This now know- 
ledge in no way detracts from the claim 
of Christianity; least of all does it in 
any way depreciate tho divine character 
Of Christ. It only shows us that God's 
measure of things is wider than our own. 
It only shows that, instead of our being 
all of His people, we iire only a vefy 
small part of them. It makes our 
boasted wisdom appear --as folly. It 
makes our solf-complncency fieeni a 
wretched thing. It shows us our indi- 
vidual insigniticance, and if wo will read 
the lesson aright, it will impress upon us 
the ne(.>essity of " to work out onr own 
salvation," and not pride ourselves upon 
tho fancy that we are better than others, 
and infinitely superior to the countless 
millions who have preceded us. To 
understand aright the lesson of the iiast 
is to appreciate better our duties in the 
present, and to soe the necessity of so 
ordering our lives that, come what may, 
we will be found in harmony with Him, 
to whom many thousand years arc but as 
yesterday.

Speaking of the annexation of tlie Is- 
l.ands by the United States, Mr. Wallcer 
meuliuued an iiiterefitiiig anomaly e.'citit- 
iiig in the .shipping biisines« there at 
present. United States laws are, of 
course, enforced, and by these shii)s uu- 
<ler .1 foreign Hag are prohibited from car- 
rying piiHsengers or freight between two 
United States i>orts. Now two of the 
liueti from San Francisco call at Hono- 
lulu on their way to and -from -Auntraliu 
and the Orieut, but ol these two lines 
some seven of the ' steamers are either 
Hritish or Japanese, and so at present 
only two of these San Francisco vessels 
iiavo any chance at the -trade betwivn 
the West Coast and the Inlands. 

As yet the trade of the Islands with 
Canada is very small. This is largely 
accounted for by the old reciprocity 
lrea,ty of 187(1, by wliicli goods from the 
United States were adinittf.'d free and 
given thu protection of a ten ])er cent, 
tariff, whicli wn.s i>.\acted froin the goods 
coming from all other countries. Still, 
however, a great deal ot <;oal from De- 
parture Bay Inm found its way in, the 
chief rival in this market being tlie coals 
of Newcastle und New South.

Another viotoi-y yecsterduy aftoriio<jn 
completed ' the pbenonicaal scries of 
nintchcs played in Eastern Cnniidii by 
the ever-victorious sticli-hiindlcrs from 
the Fraser, and they are now returning 
with six victories and one draw to tlicir 
credit, and without having lost a match. 
They went bade with what one of the 
Montreal papers was pleased to cull, 
when rcportkig their first victory, " a 
ten-year-old style," and treated seven 
Basteirn league tcatos to a surprise. The 
first team that went down -was the 
, Montreaiers, who were beaten by a 
score of 5 to 2. Quebec weut down be- 
fore the Western players by a score of 
12 to 2; the Natiouala were defeated by 
7 to 1; the Ottawa pliiyers by 4 to 2; 
Shamroclis, by 5 to li; and yesierday 
the Tccuniueh's sc;ilps were added by a 
score of 7 to 1. The ilrawn game was ' 
with Toronto, the ecoro then being 4 to 4. 
The fact that they did not also heat 
Toronto is explained in a letter from the 
team by tlio fact that Cheyne, tlieir goal- 
keopcr, was disabled and had to retire, 
a green man coming on in ]iis ateud. 
Verily the team has been an eye-opener 
to the lacrosse enthusiasts of the East. 

Some of the Eastern players liavo 
taken their defeats at the hands of the 
New Westminster tcim In a bad spirit, 
and hautlled the AVestornors roughly. 
Other mean spirit has also been shown. 
Sirgeant-Major Fred. Richardson, who 
has arrived from Ottawa, witnessed the 
match between New Westminster and 
the Capitals there, and he says the 
match was all right until after tlie 
second game. 

"After that," he continued, " I can 
assure you that 1 never saw such a 
slaughter in my life. The Capitals com- 
pletely lost their heads and chopped our 
boys. The spectators were so disgusted 
that the greater portion of them, includ- 
ing the elite of Ottawa, left invtt body, 
and the grand-stand was almost empty 
for the rest of the game. Only one man 
from New Westminster came out of it 
unscarred, and they took seven injured 
men on to the field ot Toronto in con- 
sequence, ot the brutality of the Capi- 
-i;alB." 

Of the match'wlth the Toronto team, 
which ended in a drawn game, the 
Toronto Globe of September 4 eays: 

" It is seldom that a lacrosse match is 
witnessed such as that in which the New 
Westminsters and Torontos Bgured as 
the contenders at Kaiedale yester'day 
afternoon. The game was chuck full 
<}f excitement from start to finish. The 
tide of battle flowed first one way and 
then lie other, and the sixictators were 
kept on edge right to the referee's 
whistle calling for a cessation of play. 

Before they left their Western wilds 
for the civilized East, the Now Westmin- 
sters gave publicity ti> the proud boast 
that they would return home again 
laden with the spoil of victories, with 
their fair fame unsullied by the stigma 
of defeat. They will likely keep their 
word and live up to their proraise to the 
faithful in British Columbia, but it is no 
:dle assertion to say that never was a 
promise nearer being l>roken nor a boast 
closer to being unfullillcd. 

" The game was a brilliant exposition 
of the grandest game in the world, and 
eafh of the 2,000 spectators in ettend- 
*ftnce at the match drew a prize un- 
beknowingly when an admission iticltet 
was secured. Exhibition matches ns a 
rule arc not the best incentives for fast 
playing by the contestants, but Monday 8 
game was the exception to that rule. 
The players could JWt lisive put up a 
harder or more earnest exhibition if a 

.dozen championships depended on the 
rtsult The checking was cloee and 
•not altogether of a drawing-room chnrac- 

' ter. and numerous delays were Intcr- 
«persed throughout the plnying time 
While disabled players recovered the use

They elieeked elosely, 
wuLehing their opponents eareiuiiy. 
tiuiekness in uncovering seemed to lue 
their liirung puiiii. Whenever a player 
got away there was hardly any catching 
of him, and lie was always able to get 
rid ot tile iiall to advantage. The visit- 
ors played a gooil scoring game, but the 
powerful Toronto defence held them well 
ill cheek. Tlieir own defenee was a 
eapablo one. The Hags were nearly al- j 
ways protected by at least two players, 1 
and never left unguarded for a single j 
uiouieut. Every one of Toronto's goals I 
was scored with a cluster of struggling 
players between the shooter and the goal, i 
The Westerners were in the game at all 
stages, and it was just by their melliods 
of allowing no chances to slip by thai ' 
the Torontos were prevented from win- i 
niug. They gave an example of what 
they might do if not watched closely, by , 
scoring tlie seventh ganie in ten seconds,

Tlie score of six against tlie Sham- 
rocks is the largest score that lias been 
mudi; iigaiii.'-t ili:a tiMii this season. Of 
that game the .Montreal Herald says: As 
a product o£ the free and untrammelled ' 
West— for they are a team essentially in- 
digenous to the soil toiily one ot their 
players had any reputation as a stick- 
liaiidler before locating beyond the 
Itockics — tlieise New Westtiiiiiciter boys 
liave developed a style of play which, 
while ecurcely U6 graceful as that to 
which Kasteru audiences have become 
accustomed, js not tne whit lens effective. 
I'crliaiKj such a istutemeut is supertluous 
when the results, as indicated in the 
ncores they have rolled ui> in the four 
iiintclies played so far, are taken into ac- 
count. J.inl not always tloes the bit-t 
team win out. In this instance, though, 
clear superiority wae evidenced. 

The .style ot play indulged in by the 
New Westminster team is such as will 
make thcni strong ojiponents for any 
club playing lacro«se to-day. In many 
particulars it ie quite uni<iu(?; nothing 
like it has been t^eeu in this Kection of tho 
country before. They handle tlieir sticks 
witii the greatest dexterity, and, while 
heavy and strong, are exceedingly lleet 
of foot. In short, they are magnificent 
samples of manhood playing uii-to-dale 
lacrosse— t'JOU hicros.ie. One fact which 
cannot have cticaped notice is that they 
have tliut far avoided a weakness that 
uiiti; very reeeiilly characterized moat o£ 
the players in tlie league, viz., a disiK^si- 
tioii to pass to the sides instead o£ "vvork- 
ing strenuously and persistently upon 
the Hags— in short, of taking every chance 
in a |)a«s directly and without any cir- 
ciimlocHtion, in on the flags. The ac- 
curacy of movement displayed by the 
Westerners in manipulating their sticks 
is another feature which uill at onco 
strike the casual observer. Uarely did 
they miss or fumble a ball. 

M. J. Shea, a noted lacrossist of the 
Eaet, writing in the Ottawa Free I'rcss, 
ways: "The Westerners arc a heavy ag- 
gregation of men and have proved them- 
selves excellent lacrossists," and, ivrit- 
in? prior to the match between the West- 
minsteiis and the Capital, Henrj- Ilueson, 
sporting editor of the Citizen (Ottawa), 
say«i: "It is evtdent that the TisitoiD 
from beyond the RoCklcs are not travel- 
ling on their reputations, but, on the oth- 
er hand, know pretty nearly everything 
Unit there is in the great national game. 
It would be a great boom for the game 
in the West, were the Westminster team 
to take liome the scalpe ot tho prospec- 
tive champions."

Before the Full court yenterdiiy mom- 
jng tlie argument on the preliminary ob- 
jection ixriBing out of the appeal in 
Courtcnay v. the Canadian Development 
Compiijiy was continued. The point 
raised was that of the jurisdictioQ of this 
F'tlll copft to hear the appeal, the claim 
being made that tbe case was on Jn the 
Ynl?on courts before this appelate jurie- 
diction was created. The judges re- 
served their decision on this question, 
and the merits of the cabc itself will not 
be gone into until tbe next sitting of tbe 
Fall eoart 

In Richards v. Baunigart, an appli- 
tion to dismiss tbe appeal was dismissed. 
Tbi« appeal was taken, it will be remem- 
bered, from a judgment for the amount 
of the commkeion monejr arising out of 
the sale of the Teutonia hotel property. 

On Monday morning the cose of Hall 
V. the Qaeen will be taken up. This is 
a petition of right arifiing over a district 
lot in Kootenny, -which Is claimed by the 
plaintiff under the General Land Act, 
bnt is also included in the land grant 
to the Kaelo & Sloean railway.

The fishermen's unions at Vancouver, 
.\e-.v Wefitminsler antl Stevcston are not 
.vet KUti.sfied witli tlie position of thiii;,'^ 
in their craft, and to on Tuesday hist ii 
meeting was held at the fonuer pJaeo, 
nnd the flueetlon of the Dominion lisliins 
regulations was pretty thoroughly gone 
into from their .sUindpoinL As a" result 
of these deliburation.s a KorioM of reso- 
lutions were adopted, wliidi will \w ..cut 
to Ottawa for the consideration of t)ie 
Trades uiid Labor Congrees, which b(>- 
Kins itK sittins.s there <in the ICth instaut. 
Through thi« body the fishermen are di- 
sirouK of liaviuf,- their Muggeiitions prct^ent- 
ed to the fishing authorities. The reso- 
lutions run as follows: 

1. The ten licenses allowed to canners by 
the nshing regulations at present should 
Ijo nbollslieil, as the canners use the privi- 
lege allowed by the government to the dl.s- 
advantage of the flsheriuoii. 

2. The number of llcoiises granted for the 
North Arm of the Fra.scr river proper 
Hhould be reduced by one-half of what wa 
P'-anted this year. The reason for this re 
quest Is that tbe nets being eo close, gives 
no cliance to the ILsh nt all to get up tli 
river, and tlie worry and lll-nsak't! tlie (ish 
receive lu tlielr struggles for freedom 
cause them to find fresh spawning grounds. 
It Is quite noticeable this year that the 
flsh would Jump over one net only to be 
caught, bruised and Injured, In the next, 
when It would have to do Its work all over 
again. The flsh can never reach the fresh 
water of the Fraser, but drop their spawn 
in deep salt water, which Is lost. Tlnre 
fore the licenses should be reduced to Klve 
the flsh a chance and preserve the Industry, 
to the present waters. Then again there Is 
not sufficient room to set 'the nets at a 
lawful distance from each other. In con- 
sequence of this a fisherman is liable uo 
prosecuted tor a state of things he did not 
create, similar to llshlng In unlawful hours. 

That all Chinese and Japanese should 
be provided with a certificate Immediately 
upon landing In Hrltlsh Columbia, by the 
government, showing the date of bis arri- 
val, nnnic, and tbe country be hailed from, 
that no nntnrallzntlon papers should lie 
granted unless the said certlllcate Is pro- 
duced. This, it is believed, will Btop the 
present fraiKls in the present naturalization 
of aliens, which Is now so prevalant. 

•1. That the naturalization order-lu-counell 
ndoiiIiMl hy tile .Nortlnvost Tcrrhorlus be 
extended to Kritlsli Columbi.i. which com- 
pels all aliens to appear before a Supreni 
court Judge, who must be satlslled that 
said alien has- fiillllled all the re(|ulrement 
of said act. A.'? the present uusaUsfactory 
state of things exist a notary public or 
hniglstrate may got men for a paltry fee 
naturalized by the wholesale, which Is done 
with impunity. 

5. That the government be asked to hav 
the old sturgeon trap stakes removed from 
the flat« between Point Gray nnd the main 
Krnser river, the best fishing grounds there 
abouts, o» they are a detriment to tbe 
llhhermon, hundreds of dollars worth of 
n(!ts being destroyed by the snags allowed 
to remain. 

«i. In a good season thousands of tons oi 
fish are destroyed aad wasted through can 
nerles lielng unahle to take all llsh caught, 
and eonsetiuently put the boats on a limit. 
I'Ish caught over and above the said limit 
have been thrown overboard to llont nnd roi 
!n the water and fester In the sun on the 
river banks. If this practice Is allowed to 
coiitliuie. the water being so polluted by the 
festering flsh,. the flsh will bo driven away 
10 cleaner and more .sanitary grounds; there- 
fore the fishermen think the government 
should select a central place where the fish- 
ermen could take the flsh thus refused 
when on limit and have them properly salt 
ed by a competent man, appoiaied by the 
goveriiiuent, whose duty should bo to see 
the fish cured under proper sanitary condi- 
tions and branded. They think by so doing 
as great an industry may bo created as 
along the Atlantic Coast. 

7. At present the Qshlug industry on the 
Kraaer Is monopolized by Japanese fisher- 
men, .there, being two or three Japs to one 



enough Indlan.s and white men to do the 
lishlng required. 

8. One of the flshlug regulations reads, 
that a fisherman applying for a license 
must declare that he owus and operates his 
boat and net, when, as a matter of fact, 
there are two-thirds of the fishermen re- 
ceiving licenses who do not own either boat 
or net, but are suiipllcd both b.v the cauuer, 
who allows the fishenuiin to paint out tbe 
caniier's marks and replace them by his 
own name and registered number. When 
apiilyiiig for !i license, the said llsherman 
(Icehires that It Is his own bout and net. 
Tlie flshornieu denounce this as a direct 
violation of the Usher)' laws by the canuers 
themselves, to serve their own ends. By 
law the canuers are allowed ten licenses 
and ea.-h cannery has from 60 to lOO boats 
THiese boats are rented to anyone Who tbo 
cannerR think proper, on condition that thej 
pay bock to th,em the fish caught. It will 
be teen by thwe means how their boats can 
be worked to the detriment of the/bona fide 
flsherniah; who h»8 his little all lnveste<l 
In his boat and net. Therefore tbe Usher 
men osk that the regulation above mention- 
ed l>e strictly 'carried out and that it be 
made unlawful for a canncryman or any 
other person, to supply cither boats or nets 
to flshermen for the purpose of evading 
the law. , . , 

O! One of the things which would help 
the government carry out the law efi^eetii 
ally (especially "8 the issue of licenses till: 
season has been so indiscriminately doue) 
would be to have a bona fide fisherman 
statl.med in the office where licenses are 
Issued, either as the is.suer himself or as 
subordinate, knowing the business, be would 
sec that the law Is carried out.

'I'he Indiiins were under the 
inlluence of nlcohoL Murphy stated that 
be was totally oblivious of bis crime, 
.lames struck Jlr. Taylor a somewhat 
serious blow on the head, the four In- 
dians above referred to holding the lat- 
ter during tbe operation. Mr. Taylor is 
well, notwitlistanding the treatment he 
received. It appoare that the purser 
agreed to convey a part}' of Indians, '.JO 
in number, of which the accused formed 
part, to Ilarrison at 7.5 cents per head, 
making a total charge of The In- 

dians disputed the agreement, and on 
Mr. Taylor refusing to take them to 
Harrison until the money had been paid, 
they assaulted him, as above described. 
The greater part of the crew were ab- 
sent at the time, but returned at au o|)- 
portiine moment, nnd witli the aid of 
some citizens rescued the imrser, other- 
wise the riviiilt might have been more 
serious for all parties concerned. Owing 
to Mr. I'elly's efforts and good judiaiient 
in tbe matter, the vendor of the liquor 
to the Indians has been traced, and has 
been dealt with according to law.

Description of Yuma Where the 
Thermometer Goes 
Sky High. 



From the Boston Herald. 

I'aiicy an everyday tc-mperatur 
ing from 105 to 125 degrees in the shade 
for four or more months at a stretch 
Imagine a village of several hundred 
adobe, stone and lirick, squat one-story 
houses and store buildings, all with 
clumsy porches in front, strewn along a 
dreary, red-brown roasting bank of ii 
drowBy, muddy stream; where rude thor 
ough-fares straggle up and down a naked 
hill, shimmering under the fiercest, em 
ptiest fiky you ever saw. 

This is old Yuma, famous as the liter 
ally hottest town in the Union. Then im- 
agine a region, thou.sands of nquare niilci 
in area, of yellow Hand, quaint cacti, 
whitened boulders, not one commanding 
mountain or shapely prominence — a de- 
solate, gastly detsert watJte under a fiery 
.sun— and you have the setting of Yunni. 
liiiagine yourself on some vantage spot 
and looking over a frontier town paraly- 
zed in overwhelmingly sunliglit, where 
scantily clad, swarthy Indiants sprawl 
fast anleei> on hot earth, in a patch of 
shade, no white person in tsight, not a 
sign of activity anywhere, stores shut, 
houses liolted and blinde<l, not a sound 
heaid save a rustling of sagebrush. And 
that is life in Vunia during a mid.suminer 
afternoon. 

l'"(ir fifty yeiirK Yuma, on the lUo Col- 
orado, rin soutllwcMtern Arizona, has been 
the banner hot town of the country. It 
lias no rivals. 'I"he (dd town and its fiery 
suniineiM have bi'en fruitful topics for 
newspaper lininori.str;. XumberlesH jokes 
on the Pacific Coast concerning commun- 
ities where the niiTi iiry <-liinliH high, and 
regarding spirits that have found hades 
agreeabl.v cool, have lieen worn tliread- 
bare at Y'uma's exi>ense. The people in 
llw Fatitern States who complain of Sol's 
darts these days may find saticifacUoii 
in learning fonietbing about this season's 
temperature in Y'uma. 

The summer lias been au average one. 
From Jlay 14 to May 30 the tempera- 
ture every afternoon ranged from<03 to 
101. Then there ■was ' a 'Veek of ' com- 
parative coolness; the ftierciiry never'rope 
above 00. From J urie 7 ' to Jnnfe 25 the 
mercury varied from 105 to 118 degrees. 
Old Sol then settled down to busmcsii. 
The desert sand duucs had become bnkril 
and th(? foo(hills, Sj-tru glowing.' For six 
week« the niercury'hever Was 'below 102 
and from that it Has gWe to' 122 degrees 
twice, „Frpm J.i^ly 3 to July 20 the aver- 
age aftjernoon tempjratjire here was 115 
degT^ees. ' During nights .the mercury has 
sunk .slowly,, to an average of 105 at 
nf President Fulano v Tal could no & 
longer be endured.

horizon. .. ymna is the, heart of a region 
of extinct.' volcanoes, barren hills and 
sterile eninyohs; a region ot mirages. Gila 
monsters and reptiles that thrive amid 
burning alkali wastiis and deadly thirets 
where not a green tiling in nature may 
be fieeu as far as vision sweeps, e.vcept 
a few Hjiarse cottonwood trees at the 
railway stations; where a withering 
white sunshine blazea from out a clouil- 
h-Hi tiky twelv*' hours a day, months at 
a time; where inllanied eyes and even 
blindness from the intense sunshine are 
common; where the earth is so hot that 
while iH'ople can scarcely walk upon it 
with thin shoes, and where tough, range 
cattle sicken aud die in a few weeki. 

No ime lives in Y'uma tor enjoyment. 
The trade and teaming from the mines, 
some uncommonly rich in copper, silver, 
and lead, out in tlie mouutaius and foot- 
hills, ke<'ps the old town i)rospcrous. 
There are ;i,2lKJ people in the village, 
(tiie-third of them are .Mexicans; the rc^ 
are Americans. Some have braved tb 
climate, been enterprising and have ai 
cumulated snug, fortunes. The town took 
its name from the old fort here, and it 
in turn was named from the Yanni trib 
of aborigineti, who fought several battleu 
liereabouts. When gold was di.scovered 
in California, in ISI'.l, Yania began to 
grow as a settlement nf white people. 
During the days of great overland travel 
by mule and ox teams, in IS.'ill. J8.")l and 
1852, thousands of people went across 
IVxas. and Arizona, crossed the Bio 
Colorado at Y'uma, anil went up the 
(Jolden State by way of Los .YngeiiH. 
A'uma became u little iuisines.s point. In 
ISSO tile Southern Pacilic Itailway built 
from Loti Angelw tluvmgli Yuma, on the 
way to Fl Paso and New Orleans, and 
Yuitia as a trading place (juickly lost 
its prestige. Since 188S several of the 
best gold mines in Arizona have been 
developed in the region of tln> old town. 
The working of these mines and a Kcore 
uiore mining properties gave old Yuma a 
new boom. 

At night the whole population slepjiw 
out of doors, and many peojile slumber 
umler the open heavens ten months of the 
year. In midsummer even the old-timers 
cannot endure the heat and closeness of 
an apartment at night. The scone that 
one looks upon as he gnzes across Yuma 
at any dawn in niidsumincr is unique, 
lOverybody in town— men, women and 
children — lies Mieepiiig out of doors. There 
are cots on the Hat roofs, cots on tli" 
porches, cots in the back and front yards 
inrl cotK out in the rude streets, where 
the perspiring, feverinli people have tried 
to find tlie least iiit of stirring air. And 
ever.v cot is occupied liy a human being. 
Some men !ind wiimen are stretched out 
with the lightest sliei>ts over them; sonic 
liildren slumber with only the sapphire 
sky over their innocenee. 

It is hard for people to live in a region 
of green hills, tield of waving grain, 
brixiku, gardens, forests and where rain 
falls occasionally, to realize the barren- 
of life in a desert town like Yuma. 
I'lie iieople li(ire lead the plainest lives. 
No one do<t< a whit more work than is 
ictually necessary. Throngh the six 
warmest months the )H'o|)le get up early 
It dawn. Stores open, wagon.s of mer- 
chandise for the mincw are loaded, house- 
wives do their cooking and work for the 
lay, anil Mexicans go from house to 
house delivering liarrels of luke-warm 
water .\t i; o'clock the heft of the day's 
jnties is dune. .\t S o'clock all work is 
linisheil for a time. The sun is far tqi 
iiid is blazing hotter, l-lveryone who can 
be ;.s under cover. Tlie heavy board 
u-inilow blinds are drawn to, l\u- stores 
and saloiuis are shut and all iiutdnors is 
ibandmied to the friendly Indians. 
At o'clock at night a general retiur- 
-'Ction taker; place. Stores and houses 
re reopened. The temiwrature may 
have cooled to 101) or 112 degrees. When 
the sun ha.s gone down the people go 
about the village and perform more 
household and business duties. Often 
the town is up practically all night. A 
few of tl'c mercluindise stores do their 
irgest business between 8 p.m. and :t 
a.m. Consider these things aud pitv poor, 
hot. arid Yuma. 

The Arizona Territorial Penitentiary 
stands within a great stone wall on ii 
HCorche<l hill-side in the northern part of 
luma.

WAX-COATED BDLLETS. 

Experiments Show Tliat They Are Not 
.More Dangerous Thau Other Kinds. 

Mr. G. II. Miikins writes in the Brit- 
ish Medical .loiirnal, under tlie date I're- 
toria, .luly Ti: "For some mouths past 
the wa.K-conted bullets employed by the 
Hoers, and discovered amongst captured 
ammunition, liave been a source of both 
interest and an.xiety, particularly to tile 
lay mind in South .'ifrica. 'To the evil 
action of these suspecteil missiles many 
a case of suppuration and cellulitis has 
heeu ascribed. By diis time the ap 
Iiearance of the cartridgiti may be fam- 
iliar to many of your readers; but to 
such aa are not, a short deecfiptioh may 
be of interest. It has apparently been 
the custom, both by the Boers and some 
ammunition niaiiufacturers, to coat tlie 
bullet witli a layei of wax, I believe on 
the theory that the missile in consequ- 
ence takes the rilling more readily, while 
at the same time the lubrication pre- 
serves the grooving of the barrel from 
wear liy frictiou. How rapidly tlie lat- 
ter takes place is patent to those who 
were familiar witli the dee|) grooves 
seen on extracted Mauser bullets at the 
coniiiieiiceiiieiit of tliis canlliiiign, and 
can contrast them with the many almost 
smooth bullets met with at the present 
time; and when tho hardiness of the 
easing of the bullet is considered one 
would not expect it to bo otherwise. Be- 
yond this, the Boer seldom cleans his 
rifle, and the wax left may act as a pre- 
servative against erosion. The -wax cinit- 
ing of the various bullets I have seen 
dilTerti in tint. In the older large Inden 
bullets a white wax has been employed, 
and the wax remains iinc.jlored except 
where fouled by contact witli dast. 
Many cartridges I have seen iiave had a 
coating of white wax applied which, ap- 
parently from age, and perhaps the con- 
ditions under which they have been stor- 
ed in hiding, has acquired a brownish 
tinge. 

"Of tho green-colored bullets 1 have 
eeon two varieties; in the first nnd less 
common, white wax of some kind has 
been applied both to the bullet and brass 
of the cartridges, and probably from ex- 
posure to damp tho Latter has acijuired 
an incomplete coating ot ferdigris, whicli 
has become irregularly diffused into the 
wax coating; in the second and more 
common variety, a, green-tinted wax is 
employed in the original coating; cases 
of cartridges treated in Uiis way are 
numerous. A.s to the composition of this 
wax I am unable to furnish any infor- 
mation, but in support of the inocuons- 
ness of the process I may only first re- 
peat the opinion 1 expressed on a form- 
er occision, that the surface of tho bul- 
let clearing its passage througli the 
grooves of the rifle is almost completely 
renewed, only the extrenu.' tip and face 
being untouched, wliile the velocity witli 
which the missile is started is suidi as to 
make it )iri>bable that the tip itself would 
be cleansed by the flight through the at- 
mosphere. This view as to tlie cleanli- 
ness of the surftice of Uie bullet has been 
most thiiroughly coiilirmcd in the case of 
the coatal ones by an experiment per- 
formed by Captain Mitchell WiHid at 
Capetown as long ago as last March. A 
gieen-coated bullet lired by the Mauser 
rille w,-is made to traverse ti bcKd; of 
white paper, and then bury itsidf in a 
liauk of sand. As a resiUt, when the, 
book was examined no trace of the green 
wn.v: was found ou the margins of the 
IKM-foration in the paper, aud tlie ciiKing 
of the bullet itself, although somewhat 
split, was perfectly clean and white. The 
couiplote disappi-^nrance of the wax is no 
doubt partly to be explained by the heat 
generated during the passage of the bul- 
let through the rifle, which, although in- 
sufllcient to cauterise the tissues, is yet 
great enough to fuse the wax, and in 
part to the actual Bcrajiing of the sur- 
face by the rifling of the barrel."

Kempton has recently returned 
from un extended HOjom in the vicinity 
of Grand Pre with sometbing like 100 
large aud artistic photographs, in which 
the leading events In Evangeline's lifo 
as related by real people and backed byi 
the actual American scenery. 

The pictures, or the greater portion of 
them, are now being transferred to ster- 
I ..pticou slides, aud with the most artis- 
tic coloring that cau be given them in 
this country, will next winter be veal in 
tile presentatiou of a picture story of 
"Evangeline," by Mr. Kempton, whose 
illumrated lectures on .Nova Scotia have 
already done so much to advertise the 
province to American tourists. 

The story of how Mr. Kemptun se- 
cured his photographs will be of especial 
interest to the readers of the Echo. A.s 
already mentiuiied, the enterprise had 
been the dream, of several yetirs, but it 
was not until last month that the energe- 
tic clergyman-lecturer was able to bring 
Ins plans to fruition. 

In leafy June he descended on roman- 
tic Wolfville, unfolded his plans to a few 
symiiathetie spirits, aud prepared to per- 
form the artistic triumph of his life. His 
purjiose was to secure the co-operation of 
enough of the residents of the vicinity to 
make iwssible a pictoral presentation of 
the principal scenes from the story of 
"Evangeline." 

The young lady who ligures in this 
role, and whose features are likely to 
be some day known all over the laud, m 
Mifcs Grace Patriquin, of Wolfville, her- 
self a direct descendent from the Aca- 
dians of Grand Pre. Judged by the 
work of the camera, this bright young 
lady made un ideal heroine for Mr. Kemp- 
ton's picture story, for she is not only 
blessLHl with classic features i.nd a fine 
figure, but, acording to Mr. Kempton, 
entered into the spirit of the aCair with 
the true eympatby and feeling of an ar- 
tist. 

Of the other, principal characters of 
the stoiy, Howard Harris, editor of the 
Orchardist, Keutville, impersonated by 
Gabriel; Cliarles F. Kockwell, Kentville, 
posed as Benedict; Robert Duncan, the 
well-known antiquarian of Grand Pre, 
figures as the priest; Charles A. '.Masters, 
of Kentville, takes the part of the ro- 
bust Basil, the blacksmitli; Kobert Pike, 
of Kentville, is the Uene ijeblauc; Char- 
les F. Mitchell, of Gritnd' Pre, aiipcars as 
Michael the Fiddler, with a fiddle over 
200 years old, and, John F.' Herbin, the 
poet and historian ;' of 'W'OlfvIile, and a 
descendent of the Robichcau famil»?joC 
Grand I're, appears in tho pictures as^feie 
of Evangeline's suitors. 

Especial pains wore taken by Mr. 
Kempton to secure, as far as possible, 
"properties" in keeping witli the period 
which it was essayed to portray anil 
and old spinning wheel that has seen 
a couple of centuries of usefulness, to- 
gether with pewter mugs and brazen 
lamj^s used by old English settlers at 
Grand Pre, figure in the settings. 

Even cattle were utilized to lend an 
added touch of realism, although it is 
not guaranteed that tliese are direct 
descendants from the original heifer 
that Evangeline lavished her surplus 
affection upon. 

The two 'largest and most important 
groupings were thase -wliich represented 
the gatherings of the Acadians at tho 
church to bear the edict of cxpuleiou 
read, aud the sad concourse on the bett<*U 
at the mouth of "the Gaspereau river,' prie- 
vious to the embarkation. 

The famous old Covenantor's chundi at 
Grand Pre was utilized for the former 
iBceue, and in this (iO different characters 
participated. Even the guard of liritisli 
soldiers are there, a iiuifornii'd detail of 
the local militia of Wolfville having beeu 
funiLshed for the purpose through tlu.- 

Tlie particular episode depicted is wlien 
the Acadians grow rebellious at the read- 
ing of tlie order and the old priest en- 
deavors to calm them. In the procession 
of Acadian men from the church, tho 
wliole company participat(>B, and this 
forims another very effective subject for 
a picture. 

Anotlier striking jnotion scene is whero 
tbi> women are driving ox-teams filletl 
with their houseliold effiH-ts. In tho 
lieacli scene about forty characters par- 
ticipate, iind the death of Evangeline'ss 
father forms one of the incidents. 

Ulie most beautiful aud striking in- 
dividual views, of course, a(*L' those in 
which tlie mimic Evangeline figures. The 
view sho^ying her passing slowly and 
thoughtfully down the long street of the- 
village (tho actual main street of to-day ^ 
is, to my mind, the most artistic of all,.

The Cossack troopers arc fearless 
horsemen. They haudlc the untamed 
animals of the steppes in the nnxit dare- 
devil fashion and when they have brok- 
en them taut bien que mal, they fondle 
them into friendship.

With that sublime ignorance of all that 
ocs on on board of our shiiis of war 
that characterises the great majority 6f 
landsmen, it is popularly supposed that 
the "Jolly Jack Tar" has only, like a 
passenger, to answer the call to meals 
by sitting down to an abundance of well- 
cooked food, that he receives periodically 
certain changes of raiment, so that ho 
shall always be smartly dressed, and that 
the wages he receives Is all his own to 
spend or save ns he feels inclined. 

It will, therefore, come with c-onsid- 
erable of a shock to these contented 
minds to loam that nothing could well 
be further from the truth. 

In the first place, a paternal adminis- 
tration has decreed in its wisdom that 
not only shall ,Iaok receive a minimum 
quantity of food, but llnit it shall be 
taken at hours lluit are as diffcreut to 
those wliicli most of ns consider natur;il 
for eating as they eon well be. In spite 
of the fact that in these days good soft 
bread, made fresh every day, is mueli 
cheaper and more eiisily olitained tlrin 
the flinty outrage known as "Navy 
bread," the latter Is still served out, even 
to ships' companies that are never more 
tliaii a few days at sea — a week being a 
long passage to tlicni. Beef and pork 
of e.ycellent quality is purchased by the 
authorities, and then wantonly converted 
into the worst food possible, all its nu- 
tritive qunlitics burnt out of it with salt, 
and its very appearance miure disgusting 
Split peas, of course, are served out once 
every three days, for the minds of sea- 
faring authorities iu Great liritain seem 
to bi> saturated with the idea that the 
.sailor can only be properly nourished nnd 
kept golug on pea-soup. Yet tlie aver- 
age sailor loathes pca-fioup, even when 
it is flavored with l-18th of an ounce of 
<-clory seed per man per day. 

As a change from pea-soup, "duff" is 
served out on the day following pea 
soup— a pudding of flour, suet, and rai 
sins, which, however it might disagieo 
with a landsman's notions of what a 
pudding should be, is far ouperior to any- 
thing going by the same name in tlie 
merchant service. This is an adjunct to 
salt beef, the peas naturally going with 
salt pork. On the third day comes 
"I'linuy Adams," as the sailor calls tin 
ncd meats, and with it a small quantity 
of desiccated vegetables. 

But these aro almost too much even 
for the sailor's hardy stomncli, so he 
avails himself of his privilege of saving 
(of which more presently), and <loes not 
take up those vegetables at ail. For a 
beverage he gets cocoa once a day, and 
this it is probably that constitutes the 
sheet-anchor of his allowance. For 
Xavy cocoa is famous wherever ships 
float as being food and drink of the best 
(innlity combined. It would ill-agree 
with shore folks' digestion though, being 
in its natural state with all Its fat, ond, 
indeed, looks more like brown soup than 
anything else. Tea he gets for supper, 
and at midday a gill of the befit rum, 
wnterwl down to make It dripkable. Tliis, 
however, bo can commute for tea or co- 
coa or three-farthings per day. Which 
ever he chooses. 

Now the incidence of meals is ns fol- 
lows: Five a.m.: Breakfast, consisting 
of a pint of cocoa and biscuit. Noon: Din- 
ner, pork and pea-soup, or beef or duff, 
or "Fonny Adams,'' and dried potatoes. 
Supper, 4 p.m.: Tea and biscuit, and 
witli all a sailor's' opportunity for culti- 
vating a healthy appetite, ho will hard- 
ly manage to got enough of that food 
down, even with jaw« like a stone-crack- 
ing machine, to ward off some terrible 
spasms of hunger before the next morn 
ing at 5 a.m., which will be his next 
meal. 

This arrangement of meals and al 
lowancc of food Is called by the suffer- 
ers "Bare Navy," and to be compelled 
to adhere to it is considered, not with- 
out some reason, to be equivalent to a 
sentence of starvation. But to under- 
stand its full significance, one needs to 
taste the food itself. As to condiment 
vinegar is allowed, being an anti-scor- 
butic, a tiny quantity of pepper is al- 
lowed, but no pepper-pots; mustard-pots 
are served out, but no mustard. Thi 
latter in formation was given rac by i 
very liifjhly-placed oQlcer, who consider- 
( d it a splendid efforf at practical jok 
ing on the part of the Admiralty. 

Well, how does Man-o'-war Jack man 
age to keep himself what ho is— unap- 
proacliahle in physique by any other 
body of men in the world? Only by 
developing a most amazing aptitude for 
careful housekeeping, aided by the con- 
cession on the part of his emiiloyer, the 
.\dniiralty— the coiicesHion to carry a 
provision shop on board of each ship, 
which the I'^irst Lieiitemint is compelled 
to maniigc. Not that this gentleman 
dons a white apron and stands behind 
a counter to sell all that his customers 
reiiuire, from penny packets of "fag.s" 
to sides of bacon. That indignity is 
sparwl him; but he has, nevertheless, all 
the correspondence and flnancial worry 
of a chandlery business with (in a first- 
class battlesliipl a turnover of some £(!,- 
000 a year superadded to his oth^r mul- 
tifarious duties. Th(! actual selling is 
done b.v petty olllcius, appointed in some 
iiiysterioiis way for their special business 
qualifications: the buying is usually done 
by the cooks of tlie various mosses. Here, 
again, explanation is nee<k'd. The cook 
of a mess does no cooking. lie manages 
the feeding affairs of hif particular mess 
of so many men, keeps the mess accounts, 
and upou him it depends whether his 
mcssnuitcs live like "fighting cocks" or 
arc half-starved. Ho arranges about 
"savings"— and here it, should bo under- 
stood, that every ration serv-cd out to n 
seaman, with the exception of meat, may 
be lessened by the recipient to two-thirds 
of its amount, the value of the remain- 
ing tliird being credited to him. So .that 
more palatable food iniiy be bought with 
it. 

Now, if this were done for every indi- 
vidual on board, the amniiiit of book- 
keeping it would entail would bo over- 
-«h6lming. Here the mess system comes 
in and' saves the feituntion; but even as it 
is, .th# bookkeeping ' entailed upon the 
clerical-staff ia of huge proportions. For 
cVdry mSss is a fairly largo household, 



whose head must lay out to the best ad- 
vantage the couibiued savings of tho 
mess, supplemented by au amount contri- 
buted by each member, averaging iu the 
Channel Squadron 12s. (id. per month. 
The boys naturally spend more, being 
always hungry and not having yet learn- 
ed tho lesfious of prudence and economy. 

For instance, at the morning "Stand 
easy and change clothes," a period of 
twenty-five minutes from 8.10 a.m., a 
boy with a healthy appetite will find no 
ditllculty in devouring a tin of sardines, 
salmon, or lobster and a chunk of bread 
with butter, all of which dainties Tic 
must pay for. The men, on the otlier 
hand, having learned to control their ap- 
petites, will not be so reckless, but wfll 
do with a -rasher of bacon or a slice of 
tinned corned beef and bread; nnd there 
are few of them who will buy sweett), as 
the youngsters do, or penny packets of 
cigarettes. They prefer to purchase the 
leaf tobacco supplied by the ship at cost 
price in bond, and "perToue" it up them- 
selves for smoking, either will y<ni ilnd 
a man buying a tin of condensed milk, 
plugging a hole in its top, and sucking 
out tlie contents as boys are fond of 
doing. 

So many of the men— "staid men," as 
they are called in tlie scrvici'— arts mar- 
ried, nnd receiving w-ages of between 
three and four pounds per month, tliat 
they must exorcise every economical pre- 
caution, lest the dependents ashore suf- 
These are the men who carry sew- 
machines with them to sea. with 
wliieh thev make up the materials suji- 
plied to them from the ship's st(U-e "at 
service prices, and sell the completed 
garments. Or the custonu'rs, who aro 
usually youths without the skill nc(j^- 
sary for tniloring, or who have not tlie 
requisite amount of energy to do their 
own work, take up the stuff and pay 
tlie busy^staiil innn for making it u]! 
These iiieii also take in washing, make 
mats, do anything, in fact, to turn au 
honest penny, ami c\ erytliiug Is done on 
fitrictly commerciiil liiips. 

One of tlie b-st known and most often 
(luoted Navy |)roverlis, is "iiotliing for 
nothing and a tot (glass of t.'rog) for a 
needle." riiilaiithroiiy is felt to be out 
of place in such a couiinunity ; in fact, 
llieri' is no room for it. -Ami nearly all 
transactions are for ready money; be- 
cause wherever the ship may be. at sea 
or in harbor, on the first of each month, 
every member of the ship's company re- 
ceives bin wages In cash, nil except a 
small balance, which is withludd until 
lli(> end of the (luarter. And it is this 
system of cash on the nail whi<-li makes 
the modern niaii-o'-w:ir's man one of the 
most sturdily independent workers w-e 
have. Nor can he squander bis earn- 
int's in drink while ou lioanl, for none is 
sold. iris daily tot is considered to be 
sulllcieiit for all iiis reiiuireuieuts. When 
he does not tliinl; so. there ni-e ways of 
increasing the (|Uiintil.v well l{now-n to 
thirsty individuals; but the punishment 
for liriinkeniiess on lionril being very 
severe, there is ]n-aclically none of it. 
Indeed, ns a result of many beneficiuit 
efforts on the part of the men tliein- 
Helves and their friends, intemperance is 
rapidly becoming unknown in the British 
Navy.

Hongkong, July 21.— t arrived here ycster 
day ou the transport .Nuddea from Calcutta 
witli Doneral Sir .N'ormaa Stewart and stall 
and a wing of tho 2-lth Punjab Infantry. 
We had also on board D section of No. 43 
Native Field Hospital. k 

Starting from Calcutta on the evening of 
J aly 3 we camo strolght here without break- 
ing out journey anywhere. 

On the Nudilea were fieneral Sir Norman 
.Stew-art, I.S.t'., commuudlng the 1st Bri- 
gade, and two members of hts staCf; Major 
Leonard, 5th Infantry, Hyderabad contin- 
gent, orderly ofllcer; anil Captain T. Jer- 
layn, 2n(l Sikh Infiintry. deputy assistant 
ailjutant geuornl. Also Col. Lome Campbell 
liaso Commandant, and two transport ofii- 
eors-I,leut. St. G. Chaniler, I.S.C., ami 
I. lent. H. N. Vouiig. I.S.C. The following 
ofilcers of the liith Punjab Infantry came 
M-lili tills wint' of the regiment : -Major 
Cliine. Ii.S.d,; Llrut. ir. Cnminliis; I.leiit. 
I'lirney, L-Jnil I'unjal) Infantry, attached to 
■-'Uh Punjab Infantry; Lieut. Watling, and 
'-'ad Lieut. K. C. RUes. Major W. Thomp 
son, I.M.S.. was in charge of the hospital. 

The 24tlj Punjab Infantry arrived In Cal- 
cutta by sppcliil troop train at about half- 
past ten on tho e^-cnlng of Monday, July 2. 
They had been dclnyod some time, owing. It 
was helieveil, to nnothor trnin having been 
derailed or some other similar cause. Thi' 
orncers of llie re;,'lin(Mit walked Into the 
docks and iiuinaKed to procure a meal from 
Hie slalT of ilie Niiilileii, the vessel on wlilcl 
they w-ere to embark the follow-lng da.v. 

'I'he next moriilii;; the reKlmenl movei 
Into the iloi-ks. nnd tlic work of embarkn 
lion ciimiiieii. ed. Kverynne was working iit 
lil^'h iiressore t ln-out,'liont tlie entire day In 
spite (,f tlie hent. whleli so many of the ofU- 
I'er.s ,-11111 men fi-esii down from the dooler 
statlniis In the Northern Punjab was ex- 
Ofsslvely tr.vin;:. 

The work of liiailin;; the stores was not 
.iclually commenced until the mornlni; of 
departure, tlie prevlons dny having been de- 
voted to coaliiiK and ns the vessel wns to 
carr.v three monllis' stores, In addition, 1 
believe, to coal and water for an almo.st 
similar perloil, this portion of tho work was 
no liftlit task, as iiia.v well be Imagined. 
Itow-evor, everyone worked with a will, and 
soon after sl.x o'clock ever.vthbig was on 
hoard, the deck being piled high with bales 
and packages of every description. The 
men of the 24th Punjab Infantry were then 
formed np In No. 1 shed and marched on 
board, the anchor being weighed Immedi- 
ately afterwards. The departure could 
scarcely be termed Inspiriting, the sole 
Bpectntors being three, or perhaps four, 
Huropeans. and the native dock hands. 

On the miscellaneous collection of blues 
and paekat:es «-ltli w-hlch the deck was 
laden, sat, siiualted, or laid snme three or 
four hundred sepoys and followers, very 
hot, very dirty, and full of wonder at their 
new snrroundliiKS. I'resuntly they began to 
set 1 11- down a bit, nnd nil the stores having 
been aucessfuUy deposited la the hold the 
Ke|)iiys began to niaki> themselves comfort- 
iible, and talked, smoked, nnd ate ns though 
they bad beiui used to being on the water 
every dny of their lives; In fact, Inter In 
the evening they lind so far adapted them- 
selves to their position that w-e heard a 
little wierd and raelnncholy music wafted 
aft as w-e glided slowly down the i 
lifter dinner, nnd evidently emanating from 
the Afrldl section of the coinmuiilty. Tho 
Nnddea did not go very far that night, hut 
east anchor Just opposite to Prlncep's Ghat, 
facing the Calcutta Mnldnn, the myriad 
lights of the city twinkling merrily on her 
starboard bow. 

At about four o'clock In tho morning, 
while the city still slept and the shipping 
loomed up stern aud grey on either side, 
she stole quietly away and proceeded on 
her course up the river. But a few hours 
later she stuck tn mid-strcam, and owing 
to the falling tide It was not nntil well in 
the middle of the afternoon that It was 
possible to resume the voyage. The next 
day she reached the open sea and dropped 
her pilot, the pilot brig signalling with 
tings, "Success, adlcy." From this time on- 
ward for three days the weather was 
etormy. Tlio Nndea Is not at all a large 
ship, and she rolls feaffnily In a heavy sen. 
All the sepoys, with the exception of a 
couple of d07.cn or so, were utterly prostrat- 
ed, nnd only two of the officers were fit to 
descend to the snioon for meals. After- 
wards the w-oather settled down to a beau 
tlful calm, but the heat wns very great 
throughout the vogage. Tho horses suffered 
fearfully during the stormy days, and Col. 
l.oriu' Caiupbell's charger Warrior, to 
which he w-as greatly attached as It bad 

1 n thningh several campaigns with hini. 

was killed. Ice anil vegetables began to 
run very short ns the vessel neared Sing.i 
pore, but she ivas not allowed to stop there 
even for an hour or tw-o, although everyone 
ou board was dying for news, as the cap- 
lain had strict orders to push straight on 
to llongkoug. 

Kvery day during the line w-eather the 
men w-i-rc' iiar.-ided on deck and Instructed 
in the use of the new ..'ill:! Lee-Kuheld rllle, 
wlilcli most of them had only Just had given 
to them, and llrin).- practice took place 
every afternoon at emjity casks nnd bottles 
th.e government hiivlng allovved ammuni- 
tion at the rate of llfiy roiiiuls per man for 
use ou board ship. There were :!T0 lighting 
men on board nnd 120 followers. Tlio men 
consisted of four companies, two Sikhs, one 
Afrldl, one Punjabi Mnhommednns, so we 
had a fairly rcpresontiulvo cnlloctlou of 
the flower of India's army. Xhey nearly 
nil have the medals for the last two fron- 
tier campaigns,- and there are a few men 
left among them who were In Roberts' 
mnrch on Kandahar, Including Snbadar 
Deva Singh who was all through the Afghan 
wnr, including the mnrch on Kandnhnr. 
through the IHack Mountain expedition, nnd 
the N. W. frontier cnmpnlgn of 181)7-1)8. 
Including the defence of tho Malnkaad. 
relief of Chnkdnr, and opcrutlons In the 
Upper Swat Valley, etc. He nlso accom- 
panied the late Qenernl Lockhnrt ns one of 
his escort ou the Afghan lioundnry Clmmis- 
slon. General Lockhart, by the bye, was 
commnndnnt of the regiment from l,'i.8.'>-87. 
nnd General Steadmnn, now a member of 
the India Council, was once second In 
command. The regiment, It will be remom- 
bered, distlugidshed Itself considerably In 
the last frontier campaign, where - Major 
cilnio gained the Distinguished Service 
Order.

Two Proven Caees in the Proceedings 
>v Eegardingjitho .Award of th^ : ; 
i; ' ■( Dunmow^ Flitch.' • • « • 

liocently, at Dunniow, there was au 
obecrvance of tho interesting ancient 
cutitoiu of presenting a. Hitch of bacon to . 
each of those married coupler -who could 
swear to their domestic felicity during 
the twelve-niontli aud a day prior to the 
trial, or that they had "repented not in 
thought any way" of their married 
state. Tho ceremony was held inside a 
large marquee in a field at Great Dun- 
mow, and, as usual, was the means of 
provoking much fun. Kain fell heavily 
throughout the dny, and ut 4 o'clock, tlie 
hour for the commencement of the trials, 
it descended ia torrents, and had a some- 
what doprcfising eCCcct upon the proceed- 
iug.s. There were two couples for trial 
by tho jury of sii maidens and six bache- 
lors. Xheir names were Ur. John and 
Mre. Evutt, of Newcastlo-on-Tyno, and 
Mr. and Sirs. Munninga, of Wooden Cot- 
tages, Pinner, Middlesex. Mr. Mun- 
nmgs 16 garaener to flir. O. K. rsngent, 

J.P., The Hall, Pinner. 

Tho maidens on the jury wore pure 
white drcts^eti, and the bachelors were 
evidently dressed in their Sunday best. 
Mr. .Tames Mackenzie, the presiding 
judge, wiiH attired i:i .scarlet robes and 
full-bottomed wig. Mr. W. G. LLnsell 
acted lu; counsel for the claimants, and 
Mr. T. Gibbons for the givers of the 
flitches of bacon. 

There was loud applause -when the 
judge took bis seat and the jury made 
the declaration that they would "well 
and truly try" the Issue between the 
claimanta nnd givers of the bacon. 

The first case taken -was that of Dr. 
and .Mrs. Evatt. Mr. lAnaelU in open- 
ing the case, said that Mr. Evatt wns 
born in Liverpool in ISOS, His father 
wn» a captain in the Indian service. The 
claimant was destined for teaching, with 
a view to entering the church. He af- 
terwards wns in India for several years, 
and it was intended that he should go in 
for the law. However, he abandoned 
that intention, and came over to Eng- 
land and entered at Dublin University. 
During the time he was in India ho prov- 
ed himself to be an athlete of no moan 
order, nnd among his accomplishments 
wiiK pigsticking. (Laughter.) In August. 
^«)8. he married Mhso Scott at, IIolv 
Trinity church, Rathmines, Dublin. She 
was the only daughter, and her qualifi- 
cations, music nnd art, went to make up 
the harmony of domestic life. 

Mr, Evatt was then called, and con- 
hrmed counsel's opening statement. 

Cross-examined, he said that he did 
not abandon the idea of becoming a 
teacher because he had no patience. A 
teacher was an individual who required 
a great deal of patience. lie had con- 
sulted Mrs. Evatt about claiming the 
fiitc-h. The temtimoninis that had been 
given in were principally from Dublin, 
but tbere wns one from Newcastle, where 
they were known by a lot of people. 

The counsel for the claimant said that 
flitch. The testimonials that had been 
The testimonial was from the mother-in- 
law, who wns living in the house with 
them. This remark called forth loud 
laughter. 

Mr. Gibbons thought such a letter was 
not in keeping with tho custom of tho 
court, nnd did not marterially strength- 
en the claimant's case. (Loud cries of 
"Oh, oh," nnd "Yes, it does.") 

Mrs. Evatt said that during her mar- 
ried life she had never had the slightest 
disagreement with her husband. He w'as 
a student, and was at home most of tlie 
time. 

Mr. GLbbons— He has to make expei i- 
nionts on hogs and other animals. Aren't 
you annoyed if they are left about? Xo; 
ho has them in his room. Her husband 
was not in practice, aud he was not 
troubled by any patients. 

Mr. Gibbons tben addressed the court 
and said that thero had been very little 
evidence put forward in support of Dr. 
Evatt's pretensions. It was.. not likely 
that he could live with his wife in such 
a comfortable manner as had been des- 
cribed when he was so undecided in his 
early days as tof- what profession he 
should adopt. From pigsticking in In- 
dia he had come to Bngland in order to 
nmke good a claim to thfe bacon. (Laugh- 
ter.) He (the counsel) thought the jury 
should hesitate before they yielded the' 
flitch on such flimsy <»vidence. 

The counsel for the claimant said that 
tho evidence waBi.overwhelming, and if 
tho writers of the testimonials had been 
present they would show that Dr. and 
Mrs. Evatt's married life had been un- 
usually happy. 

The judge, in closine tho case, said 
that a lot of the evidcr(?c was irrelevant, 
but he leaned toward tile claimants; and 
tho jury, after a brief consultation, 
found in their favor. 

The flitch of bacon was thou present- 
ed to the snecossful couple. The sent- 
ence of the court, after the customary 
confession having been made, was then 
pronounced as follows: 

"Since to these conditions, without any 
fenr, 

Of your own accord .vou do freely swear, 
\ whole Hitch of bacon .you shall receive. 
And bear it away with love and good 
lenvo: 

For this is the custom at Dunmow well- 
kno^wn. 

Though the pleasure be ours, the bacon's 
your own." 

The next claimants were Mr. and STrs. 
Munnings. Mr. Munniiigs yvnn married 
in ISO.") to his first wife. He is now 
fifty-eight years of age. His ivife died 
in ISS.S, leaving him with j-oung chif- 
dren. In ISS!) be married Miss Allen, a 
nurse, who was a native of tho same 
town as ^Ir. ^runnings. The fact that 
Mrs. Alunninga acted as a Stepmother 
wns the cause of considerable cross-ex- 
amination.

"Come dowu here somo morning iu the 
oldotft and woret-lookiug suit of dotliL's 
that you cun get hold ol and we'll make a 
'sand hog' out of you." "Sand hog" 
the trade name of a workman in a cais- 
son, and the foregoing ronuirk was by 
way of on invitutioa to a Times reporter 
to t?o <lown in one of the caissoue tluit 
are being sunk for the foundatioua of 
the new Exchange buUdhjg, at Broad 
street and Exchange place. 

Aside from the part played by com- 
pressed air In caisson construction, the 
working principle ia very simple aud were 
it iiDt lor the compressed air the descent 
into a caisfson would not bo a much more 
novel or interestVng experience than going 
down into the cellar. The caiKtson, or 
workini,' oliiimber, lis it iis sometimes 
called, is nothing' more than a luiffc sceel 
box, withoiit any l)ottom ami bavins tlu: 
same .area as the foundation pillar or 
column tliat is tp be carried down to bod- 
rock, nie caisson at tlie bcfiinninj; of 
the work rests on tbe nurface of tlu- 
.srouud. Men iusidi' of it begin excava- 
lin;,'. and at tbe same time anotlier gang 
lit' men be^'iuti to build up tin,' mafionry 
(ir concrete on top of it, the added -weight 
causing it to settle as rapidly as the ma- 
terials are removed from underneath it, 
and the men at tbo .surface Iniilding up 
the masonry as rapidly as the settling 
takets place. 

Or course, some mean'; oC entering and 
leaving the -vvorking chamber must be 
nniintaincd, anil this is done by a shaft 
about throe feet in diameter leailing up- 
ward from a hoU; of the Hiinic> diunioter 
in the roof of the cjiisson. This shaft is 
huilt up of sections of steel cylinder, hq 
that as the caisson sinks tli(^ top of the 
shaft may always bp kept above the sur- 
face. Where the foundation column is 
to l>e built of concrete in.stead of mason- 
ry there must also be an outer cj-linder 
of steel of the same .area ns the roof of 
the caisson. This outer shell, however, 
simplj- acts ne a mold to confine the con- 
crete, and plays no essential part in the 
general principle of caiseon construction. 

Now for the important part ■which com- 
pressed air plays in the work. If rock 
could bo reached ten or fifteen feet hclow 
the surface, the process as already out- 
lined might be all satisfactory. But where 
forty of fifty feet or even a greater depth 
of soil, mud. water, and nobody knowE 
what must he penetrated, the problem 
presents new difHcultics. A stratum of 
quickeand might be encountered, the cais- 
son or working chamber might fill in a 
few minutes, and probably nobody in 
it would live to tell what happoncd. 
Moreover, the presenre at a depth of 
forty or fifty feet is so great that even 
whpre the mateHal encountered is of 
firmer character it would work up under- 
neath the edges of the caisaon and would 
have a tendency to crush in its walls, 
■while the roof might also collap.se under 
the (^rent weight of masonry resting up- 
on it. 

To counteract this the caisson itself 
and the inner cylinder of shaft leading 
to it are constantly kept filled with com- 
pressed air, supplied by a large steam 
pump, nie presfiure is raised at the 
caisson reaches lower depths, beginning 
with perhaps only three or four pounds 
to the square inch just holow the .surface 
ami increasing to twenty or twenty-five 
pounds at a depth of fifty feet. To main- 
t:iin thit) uniform pressure in the working 
chamlier and tlie shaft ami still allow the 
hitter to he opened a.s frequently ns may 
be desired, so that men and materials 
may pass up and down, is a problem 
•\vhieh the caisson workers have solved 
liyj n very ingenious and at the same time 
simple device. 

To the top of the inner cylinder or 
shaft there ia.alwaj-B attached nn affair 
that looks much like the ordhiory boiler 
found in the kitchen of every rosideucc, 
although somewhat' larger, it being per- 
haps four feet in' diameter nnd six feet 
high. This is known as the lock. It 
lias a door or flop in its top, oiiening 
downward, and a similar door at the 
bottom, which also opens downward into 
the shaft. Now supi>060 a man wants 
to go down to the working chamber. The 
door in the top of the lock is open and tho 
air insi<le at the normal pressure of 
the outside atmosphere. The lower door 
however, is closed, and below it in the 
isli.-ifl there is a pressure of, say, twimty- 
livc iiounds to the sijuare incli. The man 
cliiiihs into the lock and the upper door 
is pcsheil up~a rubber rim making it 
nbs'ilntely air-ti;,'ht. Then a valve con- 
ne( iing tiie lock with tho shaft i.s opened, 
.allowing a rapid inllux of the compressed 
iur from the shaft bi'low into the lock, 
and eipialiring the pressure in br)ili. The 
lower door of the lock may then he open- 
<'d and the descent made to the oaissim 
itself. 

Accepting an invitation to go through 
a "liand-hogging" experience, a Tiniw re- 
porter went down to Uroad street aiitl E.'C- 
chiuige place one nioraing last week and 
was taken in char;,'e by ,Iohn Caliill, sup- 
criulendent of caisson work for the En- 
gineering Contract Company, which con- 
cern has the sub-contract for the founda- 
tions of the Exchange building. Mr. 
('.iliill decided tho reporter's upparel, al- 
though bedraggled and torn in places was 
much too sumptuous, and a suit of oil- 
skins was provided ae additional protec- 
tion. 

"i'ou are licro at a very favorable 
time," said Mr, Cahill, "We have just 
leachcMl tlio rock in one of the 5 by 14 
< aiiisons over next to the Lord's Court 
l>uilding." 

It took but a minute to scramble up 
the short ladder to the top Of the lock and 
,to get down into it. 

''Now," s;iid Mr. Cahill, as he closed 
Ihe upper door, and making the lock iio 
■dark as a pocket, "being as you're new 
at this game, I'm going to let the i>retr- 
suro in hero gradually As , I do ao keep 
your mouth closed tight, hold your nose, 
and breathe out as hard as yoti can,"

thus in a mannear equalizing and. connterr 
acting the pressure from'withoat. 
There was a hiss, an ot escaping steam 

which developed almost to a roar as the 
valve opened and the compressed air 
ruahud in from tho lower shaft sufficient- 
ly to fill tho lock. With all his blowing 
there was a sensation in the novice's ears 
tiiat was anything but agreeable; but it 
WHS all over iu a few seconds, and down 
wont the little door iu tho bottom of the 
lock, showing a few dim caudle lights 
far below, and with a little roi>e ladder 
the only means of getting down to them. 

"You are now iu an air having a pres- 
sure of twenty pounds to the siiuare 
mch," said Mr. Cahill. The novice was 
gratified by this bit of iuformatiou, be- 
catise if ho had been asked to gu<.>s.s on 
tho subject he would have estimated the 
protisure at about seven tons— three tons 
on his right ear aud four on his left. 

Tho strange feeling wore o£E verj- rapid- 
ly, however, and the oppreseive sensation 
wius replaced by one of exhilaration, ow- 
ing, doubtlotis, to the greater density of 
tho air and the correspondingly increased 
amount of oxygen taken into the lungs. 
Tho deticcnt of the roiw ladder in almost 
total darkneea required a sure foot, but 
once at the bottom tlie 5 by 14 chamber 
afforded plenty of room to move around. 

"You are uow on tho bedrock, forty-six 
feet .below the c\iTb," .said Mr. Cahill. 
"Try it," he added, handing a pick to the 
leporter. Sparks fiow whoa the pick 
cami- dowji, leaving no doubt that the 
edges of the caisson at last rested at the 
siiiif,'lit-for roi^k iioor. 

By tho li^'ht of half-a-dozen candles, 
four men stripped to the waist wore at 
work cleaning off the last of tho hard 
pan that is immediately above the rock 
at this point. This particular day was 
one of thot^e in the last hot spell, and 
j while up on Broad .street people -were look- 
ini; at thenuonioters that registered about 
!)(',j,down in the caisson there was a de- 
li^'lltfnl temperature that must have been 
120 degrees lower. There is a fine oppor- 
tunity for somebody to start a subterran- 
ean beer garden by just sinkiiig a large 
caisson in some convienent point. 

"Some day," said Mr. Oahlll, "I'm go 
ing to start an asylum In one of these 
caissons for those Idiots who annoy every- 
body iby their whistling. Yon can -whistle, 
can't you?" Tho reporter replied that at 
Inst accounts he could. 

"Well, let's hear you then." Ilie re- 
porter -went through the motions, and 
could feel the air passing through liis lips, 
lutt under the pressure it could not ho ex- 
pelled with snffloient force to cause even 
a semblance of a whistle. 

"Yon understand," said Mr. Cahill, 
"that n-hen this rock has been thoroughly 
cleaned olT, this chamber will be packed 
full of concrete, as will also the inner 
slinft through which -\ve hav(! jnst come 
down, making a solid colinnn right up to 
the surface." 

The climb up the rope ladder into the 
lock took but a few moaieiit.s, ami the 
process of getting from the compressed 
iiir into the outer atmosphere began. To 
do this the several sto|is of the goin?-'- 
i!i e|)i. ration are just reversed. Th.< low- 
er door of tie? \ot-k is draw uji tight and 
a valve openinf; our inpi the (inter air is 
released, relieving tho pressure of tho air 
in the hick and allowing the upper door 
to open. The sensation caused by coming 
into tho outer air after having been under 
pressure is almost as tryiaj; to a begin- 
ner ns that experiencd upon going into 
the "heavy air." 

"^\'ell, how did that trip striki? .you?" 
asked Mr. Cahill. "Yon seem to be all 
right, except for that little nose bleed 
you've got. How -vvould you like to earn 
your living down in one of those things?" 

Not receiving a very enthusiastic roidy 
he went on; "Why, that is ea.sy. Remem- 
ber that there is only about 20 pounds 
pressure in these eainsons. In the oast 
river gas tunnel I -vvorked under a pres- 
sure of (JO pounds to the square inch. 
Here on this work, ■with moderate pres- 
laircs, the men work in eight hour shifts, 
and there is comparatively little danger. 
Under tho heavy pressures nay CO pounds 
to the square inch, men cannot work 
over three-quarters of an hour at a time, 
Qiid a maji is tak ng his life in his hands 
at that. 

"Where work is carried on under n 
heavy pressiii-e, " lie continued, "the men 
must be naturally robust, and furthermore 
in perfect physical condition, A doctor is 
always on hand and each man is thor- 
oughly looked over' every time' he goes to 
work, in order to detect any weakness of 
the heart or lungs or any other irregular- 
ity. Men who use liquor or tobacco, 
oven in moderation are under a great dis- 
advantage in caisson -work, and under no 
consideration la a man allowed to go Into 
'henvy air* who is in the slightest degree 
intoxicated or even one who has been 
drinking recently. 

"Recollections in this business are not 
pleasant, for I have seen several men 
brought to tho surface dead, and others 
almost completely paralyzed nnd bleeding 
profusely from the mouth, ears and no.sc. 
The ailliction inowt common among cais- 
son laborers is one -which is- 1 think, devel- 
oped only in our line of work. The name 
of the trouble, I do not think, appears in 
any dictionary. It is known as tiie benns. 
The most hazardous stau-e of cais.son 
work you know, is in coming out 'fri/ni 
under iiressure into open .air. Its elTec-t 
is to cause tln^ blood to rush to certain 
spots. If this spot is in the brain or the 
heart, death usually results. More fri'- 
(piently, howev(^r, the trouble centres in 
tho joints, esiieeially tlu' kne(t^, causing' 
wh-it V. e call the benns anil r man who is 
thus atllicti^d, will fall (li>wn in ;i heap, 
.■ind coilaiise CDnipli'lely upon CDniin^' into 
the (inter air. The outcome of the troiiii- 
irying.

It is not strange, perhaps, that hydro- 
phobia or rabies, one of tho most dread- 
ed of discuses, should also, outside of 
medical circles, be one of tbe least un- 
derstood, when it Is consiflcred that 
wliilst the name is almost as familiar as 
that of tho commonest complaint, the 
practicing physician who has ever seen 
a case is a rare exception. Indeed, ^o 
dilllcult is it to find a physician who has 
ever treated a case of read hydrophobia, 
or a sportsman, or a dog-fancier, who 
has ever scon a dog Buffering with rab- 
ies, that one skeptically inclined might 
easily aud conscientiously declare the dis- 
ease a myth and a mad dog the creature 
of fiction. To fiction, in fact, the

thoy are perpetuated, whether written 
or by word of mouth. -, 

The delusions are many. It is not' at 
all dilllcult to discover some one who 
will relate how his grandfather killed a 
mad dog under peculiar and blood-curd- 
ling circumstances; and the brave boy 
who confronted a raging, frothing beast 
while the rest of the villagers made their 
escape is a matter of well-remembered 
childhood fiction. 

I even knew a man, who, when a boy, 
was bitten by a dog supposed to be mad, 
and wna miraculously saved from death 
bv means of a mad-stone. This man 
firmly believed that the dog was mad, 
and as sincerely averred that the mad- 
stone, which -was not laid upon the 
wound until some hours later, absorbed 
tho virus and saved his life. 

A mad-stone is harder to locate than a 
physibinn who has treated a case of 
hydrophobia; yet there is, in the minds 
of many people, a clinging and supersti- 
tious belief in its efficacy. 

Another very popular delusion is the 
belief that the virus may linger in an In- 
oculated person's system for years; and, 
nlthoitgh the dog was healthy at the 
tlmo ho bit the person, should he be at- 
tacked hx rnhies many months or even, 
years later, then the latent virus In the 
victim's veins will, in sympathy, assort 
itself, and hydrophobia follow. 

Many intelligent peo'ple having heard 
this believe it, never hoving'heard it con- 
tradicted. 

Although it Is quite natural tlint one 
should have a revengeful feeling toward 
even a healthy dog that has bitten ^ne, 
and want him killed, this belief of sub- 
sequent development is unquestionably 
largely, responsible for many peremptory 
demands that the dog be killed. It the 
dog is dead, it is shrewdly argued, he 
cannot possibly become rabid at some 
future time, therefore the victim of his 
bite is safe from hydrophobia. 

Before touching on hydrophobia. It may 
be well to note the effect that sugges- 
tion has in producing symptoms almost 
identical with those of the dreaded dis- 
ease itself. In passing, it may be said 
that if soKgestion can produce the symp- 
toms, there is no reaso'h why a mad- 
stono should not remove them. Pseudo- 
rabies is nn affection of not infrequent 
occurrence. Though it closely resembles 
hydrophobia, it is only hystcrk which 
develops in a nervous person- who has 
been bitten by a dog. He may haVe 
p.iroxysms, nnd even imagine that he 
cannot drink. One physician, in writ- 
ing of hydrophobia, says that it is not 
impossible that a majority of cases of 
alleged recovery from hydrophobia have 
been of the hysterical form. 

Soemtimes men even die from very 
drend of tho discaiSe. Some three years 
ago, St. Miebaol's hospital, in Newark, 
N..T., the death of ono Glenn, -was re- 
ported ns mainly due to this cause. He 
had been bitten by a dog some weeks 
previously, and Insisted from tho first 
that he would die. He also demanded 
tho dog's death— nnd tho dog was, fool- 
ishly, killed. Fear of hydrophobia prey- 
ed upon this man's mind, and he could 
talk of nothing ol.so. lie finally had 
many of the symptoms, including violent 
paroxysms, nnd died; but the decision 
of the attending physician was that ho 
died of simulated hydrophobia compli- 
cated by pneumonia. 

Occnsionally paro.^ysms appear in a 
remarkably short space of time after the 
sufferer has been bitten, whu-li proves 
conclusively that the attack is duo to 
hysteria brought on by fright. The first 
symptoms- of hydrophobia appi?ar in from 
six weeks to two months after inocula- 
tion; yet fear of the disease— suggestion 
— may produce them in a few hours. One 
case that came under my observation was 
of a young man in New Y''ork City, who 
had been bitten on tho wrist, while in 
play, by a pet Skyo terrier. Ho was 
frlKhtened, and thought of hydrophobia. 
Ho ran at once to a drug store near by 
for treatment, and was told by a clerk 
that he was in danger of hydrophoMa. 
Within six hours he had convulsions nnd 
other widl-marked symptoms, and was 
i.-.ken to St. ,Tidin'K liosi)ital. It was a 
clear case of hysteria and not hydro- 
phobia. 

The almost universal suggestion of hy- 
drophobia nt the mention of a dog- bite is 
but the effect of published accounts of 
the disease in its most horrible phases, 
for very few men have ever seen a case 
of rnbics, nnd fewer physicians have 
ever treated n case of hydrophobia, so 
rare is the disease in this country. In 
l.S!)2. Dr. William Osier, professor of 
inedicine in .Ighns Hopkins T'niversity. 
wrote that since 1807 he had seen biit 
two eases ot hyflrophobin. Dr. J. C. 
Warren, professor of surgery in Ilar- 
vard University, wrote on the prpvalonee 
of the disease as follows: "In New- 
York Cily, in thirty-five years (dates not 
Kiveii), there were seveh'ty-six deaths. In 
nine of these years there wore no deaths. 
In Boston, in l.S.SO-DO, there was an epi- 
demic of rabies, and some sixty cases 
(in dogs) were reported at the Harvard 
Veterinary nospltal. In the summer of 
1890, three cases in man were reported 
in tho Boston City Hospital." 

The prevnlonce of tho belief in hydro- 
phobia, in contradistinction to the num- 
ber of actual cases, led finally, in May, 
1897, to the matter being taken up by 
the American Kennel Club, of which the 
following gentlemen arc the offlcors: Au- 
gust Belmont, president; Edward Brooks, 
vice-president, nnd A. P. Vrede'nburgh, 
fiocrctnry-treasuror. A committee -was 
appointed by the club to investigate as 
to the prevalence of rabies in the Unit- 
ed States. At tho next annual meeting 
of the club, at Madison Square Garden, 
Now York, 'February 2.3rd, 1808. Dr. 
Rush Huidekoper, chairman of the com- 
mittee, reported, on bollnlf of Drs. Aus- 
tin Peters, of Boston: Leonard Ponrpon, 
of Philadelphia ; Richard Price, of St. 
Paul: .T. C. Roberts,. of, Agriculturnl Col- 
lege, MlRsissippi-'Westley Mills, of Mont- 
real, anavhira|S51ifl 'that during the prev- 
ious summer and autumn they had is- 
suetl several hundred circulars to promin- 
ent voterinnryriqns. .health officers, nnd 
itnte otneiali throiighoiit the United 
Sfn{ps''*ntid ^ratin'dtt.' '■'Tn' tojily to these. 
rijn'«^y>r8'' wore'' '^received from all Hhe 



fifty miles west and south of Philadel- 
phia about 1870, and had gradually 
spread, but in it only about 200 cases 
have occurred in twenty years, and of 
these over 100 have been in a half-dozen 
localities. For the remainder of Penn- 
sylvanio, Delaware, Maryland, District 
of Columbia, and Vir^nia, the disease 
has only been kn<nvn in rare and Tso- 
lated cases. 

"There is little proof of the exlstenift> 
of rabies in tho Southern States, and In 
tho States bordering the eastern bank 
of the Mississippi river, 

"From Dr. Price's report, it appears' 
that less than 100 cases have been recog- 
nized in Wisconsin, Iowa, Minnesota, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Oklahoma, and 
Kansas. The disease is unknown west 
of the Rocky Mountains. 

"In Canada a few cases havo appoaredj 
in the province of Ontario, and rabies is 
unknown in the other 'iprovinces." 

He also submitted a file of letters in 
which twenty accounts of accidents with 
rabid dogs wera reported in the New 
York newspapers during tho previods tv. o 
years, and upon investlgotion tli(?y v.cre 
found to be based absolutely upon iin 
agination. In over half of thoin the 
street and nnmber, and the persons det-.- 
eribed, could not be found by I lie ( Ity 
directory, the United States mail, or 
bv personal search. 

"Without any reflection," ho added, 
"upon the honesty of the opinion of some 
of our colleagues " who have reported 
isolated cases, we are conThice-1 that 
many of these cases uTo errors of diag- 
nosis, nnd that our report aovers fully 
the extent of the disease in .N'orth Ameri- 
ca." 

With the Infreqncncy of rabies, and 
the still fewer victims of the bite of mad 
dogs, there is no good reason wiiy any 
city should ever have a legitimate mnd- 
dog scare, nor why the b>te it n healthy 
dog should be dreaded as the bite of u 
rattlesnake. 

'llie danger from snake-bite I'ppar- 
ently much betiter comprtVudcd, bread- 
Iv speaking, than from dog-bite. Every 
child that lives in the country karrs 
that the little striped garner f-naUe is 
harmless, and even should it bite one. 
no alarm would be felt. The harmless 
and the'venomous snakes nr-- distinctly 
classed and the danger understood. Yet 
—still broadly speaking— there is no dis- 
tinction ns to dog-bites, 

A little understanding of the disease 
would often allay tho fears of timorous 
persons and relieve much suffering rf 
mind. For instance, if your dog has 
been bitten by another dog supposedly 
suffering from rabies, it will show symp- 
toms of the disease in throe to tour 
weeks, aa a rule: nnd the duration of 
the rabies in a dog is never in (-xim'ss of. 
ten days. In tho majority of cases be 
dies on the fourth or sixth day after the 
appearance of tho first symptoms. 

Knowing that a rabid dog will, almost 
to a certainty, die within ten days; or, 
if he should • recover, which occurs in 
exceedingly rare cases, the symptoms 
will be so marked in ten days or less that 
the disease may be recognized, the sus- 
pected animal should be kept In confine- 
ment during that period whenever pos- 
sible. Do not kill such a dog, for if the 
dog is killed, any person who may havo 
been bitten by him will have no peace 
of mind for months to come, nnd may 
take treatment nt the P.isteur Institute, 
whorens ten days' confinoment of the 
dog would have demonstarted whether 
there was any cause for apprehension. 

It is highly desirable that the health 
inspector in every city take measures to 
secure suspected dogs and keep them iu 
confinement, rather than to have them 
killed. This has been done in some cities, 
with the result that tho dog has, in al- 
most every case, proved his innocence. 

As the period of incubation in man is 
no lont'cr duration than in dogs, it is 
perfectly safe to wait until it has been 
demonstarted whether the dog has rab- 
ies, before taking treatment. But it is 
.•dways desirable to cauterize the wound, 
for serious results may follow, ns they 
may from the puncture of a nail or a 
splinter. 

In man, the first syniptoms of liydi-o- 
l>hobin u^iJlally make their appearance in 
the second month after inoculation, and 
rarely after the third month. Conser- 
vative physicians regard with suspicion 
reports of the disease appearing after 
sis, eight, or ten months, and there are 
no authentic records of its ;ippeMrance 
ifter several years. In man, the disease 
is of short duration, lasting' but two to 
six days, notwithslaiidiiig thai the per- 
iod of iiKMihat i(Ui is of several weeks.' 

The g(Mieral fear of hydroijhobia 
would, for lack of anything tangible to 
feed ui)oii, die out, if Its life were not 
eonlinually fanned by fiction— fiction of 
tho sosational press. The reporter, in 
his daily grind for "live news,'' is un- 
doubtedly often put to straits, and he 
recognizes the fact that the city o<litor 
looks upon a mad-dog scare as "good 
stuff." The result is the appearance of 
numerous .articles that are enough to 
cause any man to lool; with suspicion 
oven upon his favorite dog; while the 
playful snarl of a pet terrier might well 
cause a gentler dog-fancier— one who 
shrieks at sight of a friendly liLlle 
mouse— an attack of hysteria. As for 
children who read such sensational ac- 
counts, the fear of hydrophobia will fol- 
low them through life. 

Taking thp best, and, in fact, the only 
evidences that, can be obtained, namely, 
the writings of a few physiciaTis nnd tho 
report of the Amerienn Kennel Club com- 
mitttee, the decision must bo that rab- 
'ies is a, rare disease in this country, 
probably not. averaging two dozen cases 
n year. . , Tl^en, too, it should bo consid- 
ered liat the disease is limited to a few 
localities^, and that every rabid dog does 
not bite, ^pme hunian victim. Add to 
this the established nnd recognized fact 
that only about 20 .per cent, of the per- 
sons bitten by mad dogs are attacked by 
hydrophohda, and it>,vrill be realized that 
the disease is not, in this country, one to 
terrorize, communities, nor to hari;oW| the 
souls and;. phhtter the nervpus, syptems 
of ~peopleriwbo. may .be bitten ';byi ipet.,pr 
even hy- strange. dogs, r.^ oui ja !■;<>«*•.

SOONER. 

A Fighting Dog Who Could Use Stra- 
tegy in His Battles.

It is only natural, considering the Ch 
nc6« contention odlcially stated by Prince 
Kung in 1800, that "there Is but one Eni 

peror who rules over aU lands," that any 
administrative provision for dealing with 
foreign countrieu as equals is of sulmc 
quent origin. China, indeed, had a Colo 
uial otllce— the Lifauyucu— not, howev 
one of the Six Boards, and England 
Franco, Germany, and tho other powerts 
had long btHjn inKcrilH}d on its books 
mere vasals and dependencies. 

But the capture of Pekiu changed such 
humiliating procedure. To meet tho u 
cessiticB of foreign intercourse under new 
ditiouu a new tribunal was called into 
existence, and upon it was beatowed, a 
i'rince Ivuug's suggciitiou, the name of 
Teung-Ll-Yumua. It was regarded by the 
luunuunnate ut> an uvulutiou from tile Li 
fanyu' U, the se'ciind syllable in the title 
of Uiu new lureiga oUlce signifying con 
trul, :iiul serving thus to connect it with 
the old ilcpartnunit iu a fashion (toothing 
to Clunet-c [iridc. It began with no high 
prolcnsiun.-, either ub to numbers or pri 
tige, aliliuligh I'riiiLC Kuiig himtielf, the 
brother ut the Emperor, bueaiue its 
president. l;n<ler him in ISUl v>-ere only 
three ministein, and the accountants o 
Sonic of their early interviewt; with th 
"barburiuiis" make at lliici late date very 
amusing reading. An instiuice of an 
diiiary interview bi'twrcii mandarine aiul 
a foreign eiiiisnary is f iirnit^lii'd in 111 
port of .Mr. (afterwards Sir Uarry) I'ar- 
kes to Sir Uojie Grant: 

Mandarins— ytate the name of your 
head man. 

AiiKwer— Which one do you mean— th 
Anibustiiidor, General, or Admiral'.'' 

.Mandarins— (angrily)— You have n 
such functionaries. Don't presume to use 
ifuch titles. Give uk the name of your 
head man. 
Answer — Which one';? 
Mandarins — Tla- head of your soldiers. 
Answer — (in English)— Lient^Gen., Sir 
Hope Grant, 
iiaudarins — What? 

Answer— (in English)— Lient.-Gen. Sir 
Hope Grant. 

Mnndarius— Say something we can un 
dcTstand. 

Answer— I am obliged to use Bngjish 
terms, as you will not let me glvu you 
these in Ohlnese.

(Jrant," but, not sucfeedlng, thjBy ask- 
ed the name of another head man. An- 
swer, (in English), Ambassador Extra- 
ordinary tho Karl of Elgin.

But the iiKsumptioii of Prince Kung of 
an entirely different attitude .soon niodi- 
fied the supercilious zeal of the nianda- 
rinato; and the example of the more or 
le»« enlightened Ministry of the new 
Tsung-Li-Yamen quickly spread to other 
depaiiments of the government. The new 
Foreign OlUce bogaa to show a speedy 
growth, until it now eoimts regularly 
nine or ten ministers and as many under 
secretaries or heads of depiirtments. Un- 
der each of theee chioffi of departmontfl 
are nuincrotss assi.strtnt« not to mention 
scores of clerks and copyists who are not 
in the line of promotion. It would not 
be a rash abortion to say that the Tsiing- 
Li-\amen holdis within its walls tho most 

oniigftteaed, tbe most progressive class, 
mAhdarlnfi and clerks, to lie found, not 
merely in Pekin, but throughout tlie 
whole Middle Kingdom. In tho first 
place the mere fact of being a cttndidat(> 
for entry into, this branch of tho Chinese 
public service ie sulllcient to prove the 
possession of qualiticfi the very reverse 
of timidity and narrow-mindedness. 

"It is dangerous to have anything to 
do with foreign affairs," ik an expression 
one often hearH on the lips of a young 
scholar of the second or third degree -who 
seeks to enter govrnnient service as ap- 
prentice. Perhaps because of this belief 
in its danger or disagreeabloness, pro- 
motions come more quickly in this de- 
partment: than in the army, the navy, tho 
Oustoms, or any of the six boards. In 
ten or twelve years the scholar ilndu him- 
self drafted oil as perfect or taotai of 
some distant province. Or he may be 
despatched to one of the various legations 
as secretary, there to be promoted to a 
chargwliip or a ministership, as his mer- 
its or influence entitle him. Such was 
the career of Lo-feng Luh, who has lately 
liloBsonied forth as Sir Chichen Lofeng- 
'uh, he going through the prescribf-d 
course at the l%nng-Li-Yamea before nt- 
tracting the attention of the great Li 
Hung Chang who on his tour 
through Europe attached him to his per- 
son as fiotrctary. 

It has been surmised and certainly not 
without roaKon, that the establishment of 
the Tfiung-Li-Yameii was due to a desire 
on tho part of Prince Ivung and his as- 
eociiitcfi to impede in formal fasliion rath- 
er than to expedite foreign business. For- 
eign powers in the early' days of the Ya- 
men wore inclined to he a little dictator- 
ial, and it was a common saying among 
the inaiidarinH, "Well, -^vhat have Franco 
and England ordered China to do next? 

The motto of the Yamen has been "Go 
slowly." The menihere have been made 
to feel that they stood between Europe 
and China. At first their ignorance was 
so exccseive that it rendered them cau- 
tious in executing even the slightest for- 
malities fearful that the foreigners' would 
over-reach them. » Perhaps Jnot .least of 
the singularltiee of 'Chinese ' govcramiit 
te the way the Tsung-Li-Yamen recruits 
Its membership, ai^.expliilned by Cheng 
Lin, one of the mandttrins. As an ex- 
pedient for "everting external opposition 
by substituting internal friction," it de- 
serves celebrity. "You know," once said 
this member, of the Yamen, "that the 
plans of the department Bometimos go 
down before the force of outside antag- 
onism. A clever censor or powerful 
Viceroy gets the ear of the Emperor, 
who forth-with qunahes our wisest 
schemes. In snch a cafie Prince Kung 
has a way of his own to deal with, the 
difficulty. He memoraliees the throne 



to"giv6 his' opponent a.ehairrin fhls coiin- 
"cil-for foreign affairs, The"Priiice knows 
that, once here, he will not helslow to 
find out that Ilit^'Highnees's polify.'is the 
only poiisible way of getting along with 
foreign luitiohs. For tlmt reason, and no 
other, were .Mao and Shen..brought into 
thiti Yamen." Of .the two me.u named, 
the first rose from a vitse-preaidency in 
the ceiifiorato to .be president of the 
Board of Civil OlUce; the other from the 
governorship of Shatisi rot;e to be grand 
secretary, with the title of Chung-tang. 
After their ontriuice into the Tsuiig-Li- 
Yunicn it was, of counse, necet^stiry to im- 
part to them a little elementary instruc- 
tion in foreign relations, beginning with 
geography. Geography is not the strong 
point of tho members of the Tsung-Li- 
Yauien— iiulei'd was their weakest point 
until very recently. A very little of it went 
a long way. On iiccount of hiH knowl- 
edge in thk direction, the ex-Govemor 
of Fukien, Sen Kiyu was created minis- 
ter of the YiUiicM. It apiieared that he 
hfid compiled a text book, in which the 
statement is made that "Rhode Island is 
roniarkablp for having a brazen Coloe- 
sufi bestride its harbor." Another de- 
sired to know, before iaditing a despatch 
if "Piluehi (Baluchistan) was not the 
same afl Pilu (Peru?)" 

It was the Tsung-Li-Y'amen that Sir 
Claude JIaeDonald and the other foreign 
minlKterK were brought almost daily into 
relation at Pekin. The ministers com 
prising it are not, however, restricted in 
their offlcial duties to fierving it alone 
for the Yamen comprises most of the 
heads Of the six boards, and always tw 
inemhers of the imperial cabinet. 

Altogelher the Tsung-Li-Y>men is now 
rightly regarded ns the nibst powerful tri- 
bunal in the empire, and ■»vhen the truth 
in its entirety comes to be known it -will 
proljiibly 1)1- si on that the weight of its in- 
fiueiiee wa^ not small In restr/Jiniug the 
leadi rs of the fapatical anti-foreign' party 
from proceeding |Eo even greater lengths 
than they have done, in their hatred and 
distnwt of the fanquf. Nor is it altogether 
improbable that some of the more advanc 
ed members of tho Tsung-Li-Yamen havo 
themselves fallen vIcUms to the preju- 
dices of Prince Tuan, tho Dowager Em- 
press, and their followere

The ever-rocurring revolutions in Cen- 
tral America," said. 'W. F... Hubbard of 
Boston, "and the fact that the different 
small republics down there appear now 
to be in a very bllligerent mood, so tniicli 
so that this country has thought it ad- 
visable to send war-ship?, tq patrol the 
coasts, recall to me what hiippens when 
the 'opera is over' and one of the 'gen- 
erals' lending the revolt or defending the 
government has been defeated. They 
ottle nvalters a la Spanish and very 
quickly. 

I happened to be in Colon, the Atlan- 
tic terminus of tlie Panama railroad. In 
188,5, when the revolution, iuatiguratcd 
by Gen. Prptitnn. bad been crushed, anil 
the general himself was in flight. 'Rirec 
of the leaders of the revolution had been 
condemned to death by hanging, They 
carried out tho judgment in a unique 
but satisfactory manner — to the victow. 
Tlie condemned men were not consulted. 

The little Colombian soldiers erected 
two upright i>osts, not unlike telegi'uph 
fkoles, on each side.of a line of track in 
the railroad yard. On the ^op of these 
they nailed a cross beam, to w.hicJi they 
attached three pieces of rope, , with 
nooses at the end dangling, about 5 feet 
from the ground. Then they lifted the 
hrce victims, whose hands wore pinioned 
to dieir sides, upon a common flat car 
and rolled it down the track to where 
ho nooses were hanging. These M-ere 
quickly adjusted about the condemned 
men's necks, and tho little soldiers, put- 
ing their shoulders to the end of the car, 
unceremoniously pushed it out from un- 
der the feet of the rovolutiomVts, leav- 
ng their convulsfve bodies swaying and 
wisting in the air. 

"One of the victims was in t\u) act of 
maKing a speech ns t'he car was pushed 
from beneath his feet, which scraped 
long the rough surface to the platform 
in his desperateTjut futile efforts to mnin- 
aiii his balance. Then the crowd dis- 
liniided, and the little dark-tikinned sol- 
diers returned to tUcir barracks. It 
ns not u plcasnnt sight." •
